WASHINGTON (AP) — 


California, the nation's sec- 
ond most populous state, 
may take over first' place 
from New York by 1965, the 
Census Bureau said Satur- 
day. 


New estimates by the bureau 


figured that California's popula- 
tion leaped upward by 2,846,000 
between 1950 and last July 1. 
This was 1,481,969 more than 
the gain of 1,365,000 credited to 
New York state in that period. 


Thus, census said, the gap be- 


tween these two biggest states 
has been narrowed from 4,243,- 
969 in 1950 to 2,762,000 on July 
1 this year. As of that date Cali- 
fornia's population was set at 
13.433,000 compared with 16,- 
195,000 for New York. In 1950 
C a l i f o r n i a 
had • 10,586,223 


against New York's 14,830,192. 


Census said a projection of 


gains, based on present factors 
of increase, indicate California 
may overtake New York in less 
than 10 years. California's gain 
was 26.9 per cent since 1950 
against 9.2 per cent for New 
York. 


Although 
these 
two 
led 


numerically in gains the last 
six years, both had to bow to 
Nevada, the smallest state, and 
to Arizona and Florida in per- 
centage incerases. 


Nevada's population jumped 


from 16,083 in 1950 to an esti- 
mated 247,000 last July 1—a 
gain of 87,000 or 54.6 per cent. 


Arizona's gain was 41 per 


cent with its population growing 
308,000 from 749,587 in 1950 to 
1,057,000 this year.

THREE KILLED, 3 PLANES BURN 


Fighter 


LINCOLN, Neb. (AP)—A jet fighter plane, whose 


pilot apparently mistook a taxiway ramp for the run- 
way which parallels it, rammed into two parked B47 
jet bombers at the Lincoln Air Force Base Saturday 
night. 


The fighter pilot and two 


others were killed, seven airmen 
were injured and all three air- 
craft, worth nearly six million 
dollars, were destroyed. 


Jet fuel f r o m the aircraft 


burst into flames immediately 
and billowing flames vaulted 
high into the sky. 


The two dead ground crew- 


men and the seven injured were 
working around the B47 and 
apparently refueling them. All 
suffered burns. 


TWO WERE reported in seri- 


ous condition at the Lincoln Vet- 
erans' Hospital. Two others were 
hospitalized at the base with mi- 
nor burns and three were treat- 
ed for superficial burns and re- 
leased.

The result is 
officers many ranks down the line are prepared to step 
up in any emergency. But many businessmen seem to 
think they will never have such an emergency.

Workers who en.f those who direct them from up- 


stairs might not be so envious if they realized the tense 
game played for survival by factions in most large 
corporations. We recently asked one executive — near 
the top of a large eastern corporation — if it was true 
that so much politics existed in companies. His answer 
was, "You just wouldn't believe all the things that go 
on in this organization." 


It would be wise for investors to Tmow how cor- 


porations operate before entrusting their money to them. 
Most of the older and successful corporations have early 
retirement ages which means new men are constantly 
moving up. But where a business is dependent on the 
personality, ability and health of one man, it would be 
wise to ask just what happens if he is taken away. A 
one-man business is a dangerous place to have invest- 
ments.

More and more of our youngsters have 
come of age to require Community Chest youth serv- 
ices. Meantime, per capita income has shot to an all 
time high and business is in good shape.

FOR MONTHS XOW the cliches and bromides of the Demo- 


crats have set forth these propositions: 


First, that the administration has been "drifting" in the 


Middle East and has had no "policies" to prevent the situation 
-there from developing as it has.

Second, that the "liberation" policy of the administration 


has not come to the rescue of nations in Eastern Europe. 
: 
Third, that the President has not exercised "leadership" in- 


side his own party and that there really is a serious cleavage as 
.between "Old Guard" and "New Republicans." 


With the unmistakable force that his sincerity gives to his 


public statements. President Eisenhower has refuted every one 
of these criticisms.

THE PRESIDENT made it clear that never has United States 


policy advocated the use of our military force to secure the 
"liberation" of the peoples of Eastern Europe. It is the critics 
who are h>7>ocritical. about this, because they know verv well 
the American people will not sanction the sending of American 
troops to Hungary to decide a civil war there. Not a single 
spokesman for the opposition has ever had the temerity to ad- 
vocate such a course, yet constantly there are barbs of sarcasm 
thrust at the administration for its failure to enforce "libera- 
tion." As the President says, the spirit of liberty and freedom 
is constantly encouraged by his administration. 'He might have 
added that it is discouraged only when anti-administration 
spokesmen like George Kennan say in speeches that the "status 
quo" in Eastern Europe has to be accepted with a certain sort 
of "finality." 


One thing is clear—American military power will not be used 


to settle local wars or to "go it alone." It will be used only in 
defense against attack where our treaty obligations, as in NATO, 
require it or it will be used to back up the United Nations where 
the issue is clearly one that in the long run may endanger our 
own safety. 


It is primarily America's willingness to support (he Uniied 


Nations police force in the Suez area today which gives strength 
to that expedition, even though United States troops aren't in- 
volved.

- • SIMILARLY, it is America's readiness to thwart the sending 
cf Soviet "volunteers" to Egypt which stays the hand of the 
aggressors and the would-be aggressors in the Middle East. 
This, is a policy of deterrence based on moral force plus military 
preparedness. The President traced the policy back for many 
months and rightly absolved the American government of any 
responsibility for Soviet plotting and Nasser's acceptance of 
Communist influence. 
. 
As. for party politics, the President at his Wednesday press 


conference gave a definition of "Modern Republicanism" which 
the. critics have tried to twist into something that implies a 
cleavage inside his own party. Yet nobody can cite more than 
two or even three Republicans out of (he 47 elected to the Sen- 
ate either in 1952 or 19.=>4 or 1956 who have been or are at vari- 
ance with the definition of "Modern Republicanism" expressed 
by the President this week. 


Some Republicans, of course, have differed on certain aspects 


of foreign policy, and so have seme Democrats deviated from 
party concepts. But "Modern Republicanism" was espoused by 
the Dewey-Bricker ticket in 194S in almost precisely the lan- 
guage used by the President on Wednesday. Spending huge sums 
for social welfare is approved in principle but, as the President 
says, it has to be done within the limits of "integrity in the 
fiscal operations of the government" and a "sound dollar." It 
also has to be within the limits of free enterprise except in 
emergencies. 


FOB MONTHS THE DEMOCRATS and their allies in the 


pres% have been trying to promote discord inside the Republican 
party by crying out that the President doesn't exercise "strong 
leadership." It's another one of those vague phrases like "new 
ideas in foreign policy" which never are defined or made con- 
crete. Mr. Eisenhower said frankly he doesn't believe in a type 
of "leadership" that tries to knock heads together. He declared: 


"I am not one of the desk-pounding type that likes to stick 


out his jaw and look like he is bossing the show." 


Instead. Mr. Eis.enhower likes to try persuasion and reason. 


He has thus given ah effective answer to those who forget that 
thsre are still 48 states and that the people in those states de- 
cide what kind of Republicans or Democrats they wanted to 
represent them in Washington. 


FOR THE U.N.. which finds

THUS, the United Nations, 


or at least a substantial ma- 
jority of them, have called 
upon the Soviet Union to de- 
sist in Hungary. But as it was 
certain that they would not 
oppose the Red Army, the 
Kremlin has used the Red 
Army to achieve the Soviet 
objective. The Red Army, we 
have seen, is not subject to 
any of the limitations which 
the U.N. has wished to im- 
pose. 


In the Middle East t h e 


United Nations have called 
upon Britain, France, and Is- 
rael to desist. They are de- 
sisting and they are acknowl- 
edging the authority of t h e 
U.N. But here again the Sov- 
iet is using its military power 
outside the U.N. It has made 
threats of military interven- 
tion which have never been 
considered, much less author- 
ized, by the U.N., and it is, 
unless the available repot ts 
are wrong, builrtinc up a mili- 
tary bridgehead of its own in 
the Middle East. The U.N. is 
being passed by.

THE FIRST conclusion to 


be drawn from all this is not 
that 'the United States should 
decide for a free hand, should 
in its turn cast off the United 
Nations, and proceed in its 
own way to use the influence 
which its military power can

exert. Our first business is to 
explain to the United Na- 
tions this fundamental prob- 
lem — the problem of t h e 
Soviet Union's unilateral use 
of force as the instrument nf 
its 
national 
p o l i c y . This 


should- be done, if necessary 
to give it proper emphasis, by 
the President in person. For 
if this problem is not under- 
stood by the governments of 
the world, and its grave po- 
tentialities taken to heart, we 
may all find ourselves on a 
slippery slope where events 
are out of control. 


In adhering to a United Na- 


tions policy, we must realize 
clearly that 
there are two 


very different ways of acting 
on such a policy. One is the 
wav the administration first 
took, then modified somewhat, 
but has never seriously recon- 
structed. This was in essence 
to treat Britain. France, and 
Israel as aggressors, to treat 
Egypt as the innocent victim, 
and to commit the w h o l e 
United States influence to the 
single issue nf the withdrawal 
of military forces. 


The other way, which in 


view of Nasser's record should 
have been the original way, is 
to commit our influence in the 
U.N. insistently and decisive- 
ly to a solution of the prob- 
lems which caused the explo- 
sion. The U.N. is now being 
put to its severest test. It it 
being tested at its weakest, 
point. Its inherent weakness 
is that it is not, or at least 
that it has never been, an 
agency for making peace. It 
has been only an agency for 
the making and keeping. of 
truces.

IN THIS Presidential election year, the first 


time since 1848 that a winning candidate 


didn't carry at least one house of Congress, 
it became evident that the American voter 
has won his degree in the college of political 
science. 


No longer does he give either party his 


undivided loyalty. He has learned, through a 
long process of education, that no one party, 
nor its candidates, can rightly lay claim to 
all. of the cardinal virtues. 


He now has the basis, through the infor- 


mation he derives from newspapers, maga- 
zines, radio, television and other forms of 
communication, on which to make an intelli- 
gent choice at the polls. 


And this schooling, -if you like, as dis- 


tinguished from the days when unyielding 
partisanship was in vogue, has given the voter 
an independent and selective turn of mind. 


Thus, he is able to cast an enthusiastic 


vote of approval for President Eisenhower 
and, at the same time, reject 
the Benders, the. McKays, the 
Lahglies and the Thorntons 
who had Ike's hearty endorse- 
ment. 


This significant change in 


voting habits will be deplored 
by those of staunch p a r t y 
persuasions.

OF FAK MORE CONSEQUENCE than 


the recent election are the crises in Middle 
Europe and the Middle East. 


The early and hopeful view that followed 


the uprisings in Hungary has now been, 
dimmed by the brutal and ruthless reprisals 
of thf Russians. 


Still, there is much encouragement for 


the future. The passion for liberty has not 
been crushed and other stout patriots will 
rise again to challenge their oppressors. 


Furthermore, the free world has- wit- 


nessed a demonstration of Soviet brutality 
that will not be soon forgotten. It should be 
clear at last to all doubting nations that 
Soviet policy rests upon force, and force 
alone. 


These incredible acts of stupidity by the 


Russians can only advance the time when the 
satellite nations must inevitably regain their 
freedom.

JOHN COWLES, EDITOR and publisher 


of the Minneapolis Star and Tribune, predict-

Nations charter and become aggressor' na- 
tions. 


No amount of emotional rationalization 


can alter the facts of aggression, nor give the 
Israeli strike into Egypt any designation 
other than as an act of "preventive war."

To be sure, the Israelis had many pro- 


vocations for their 
full scale retaliation 


against the Arabs. Years of bloody border 
.clashes produced mounting and almost un- 
bearable tensions while Col. Nasser,'the "lit- 
tle dictator of the NiIe,iL scornfully refused 
to negotiate with the Israelis. 


But whatever one's personal view of the 


Middle East crisis may be, the inescapable 
fact remains that the United States is facing 
possible involvement in "another oKrea'." 


. * * * 


IF PRESIDENT. EISENHOWER read 


the election returns correctly, as I suspect 
he did, this is exactly what the American 
people do not want. 


. They believe he is proceeding properly 


in assigning the task of peace to the United 
Nations, rather than recommending'unilateral 
action by the United States. 


What a .tragedy it is that the United 


Nations did not implement its charter by 
forming years ago an elite force of 250,000 
men to act promptly in situations such as the 
one with which we are now confronted in 
Egypt. 


The task before us is complicated by the 


illness of Secretary Dulles and the lack of 
adequate replacement from existing State 
Department personnel. Mr. Dulles, who ran a 
spectacular "one man show." was never noted 
for his ability to build a continuing organi- 
zation. 


But we can be grateful that we have a 


President who is not given to the reckless 
"off the cuff" decisions that lead to war.

first conference crown and Rose 
Bowl bid since 1941. 


The winning touchdown came 


on the strength of a 51-yard 
pass-run from halfback P a u l 
Lowe to halfback Earncl Durden 
who was spilled on the Idaho 
three. On fourth down, Lowe 
rah right end to score with just 
two minutes left to play. 


Until that moment, however, 


an almost unbelievable upset 
seemed probable. Oregon State 
lad been able to move i n t o 
Idaho territory only three times. 
The deepest penetration was to 
the 25. 


IDAHO S BRUISING 
line, 


which mulled vaunted Oregon 
State's single wing attack con- 
stantly, set up the first score 
when end Lonnie Parks recov- 
ered Burden's fumble on Oregon 
State's 35. Seven plays later 
lalfback Larry Norby plunged 
'our yards for the score and 
Jerry Kramer converted. 


Norby was a demon on of- 


fense, ripping through the OSC 
line time after time for yardage 
wfiich enabled Idaho to main- 
tain possession of the ball most 
of the game. 


Oregon State, which didn't 


collect a first down in the first 
half, earned a big break in the 
second period. C e n t e r Buzz 
Randall crashed t h r o u g h to 
c l o c k Howard Willis' fourth] 
-lown pass and Oregon State 
:ook over on the Idaho one.

Iheir own school at 4519 K. Slcurns St., why are more con- 
tributions sought, some may ask. 


Because . . . 
The school receives no monetary aid from the Community 


Chest, the state or the federal government. 


It costs S100 a day just to keep the school running. 
Most parents financially able pay S25 to send their child 


to the school. Actually, it costs at least $40 a month for each 
child. The first amount was set several years ago and has not 
been raised. 


No child is denied entrance if his parents cannot pay the 


tuition. 


Four salaried teachers, dedicated to their missions and paid 


below public grade school wage scale, comprise the faculty. In- 
struction not requiring professional knowledge is given, free, 
by mothers and fathers of the children. 


More qualified instructors are needed, especially a speech 


and physio-therapist. 


Some persons may rationalize, "There is no reason for me 


to give. My children are not retarded," or "We'll never have a 
mental problem in our family." 


But when three out of 100 babies born daily are mentally 


retarded, how can they be sure?

awareness. Do you really lis-

I doubt that you 
do and, actually, it would take 
the spontaneity and fun out 
of conversation if you were 
that engrossed in yourself. 


However, reading aloud is 


splendid training in develop-

He 


wets in the wastcbasket. Pie 
soils his clothes (about five 
times a week). He kicks 1he 
milk off the front porch. 
He 


will step on you or kick you.

baby-sitters have told her the 
same. 
No amount of talking 


to or spanking works any 
change. 
His mother says he 


is good after she 'gets him 
home. She tries to make over 
him when she comes. 


"I buy him a toy or a sun- 


dae any time we go to town. 
He begs to stay here all night 
and when I keep him over 
weekends he is a doll. He is 
a smart boy, loves attention. 
Perhaps his parents not get- 
ing along would be responsi- 
ble for his behavior. They 
shower him with presents. He 
does not seem to notice the 
upset in fhe home. He has 
gained 12 pounds since I look 
him." 


Of course, this boy is aware 


that something is awry in his 
home. His behavior is a per- 
fect reflection of his anxiety 
and the h o s t i l i t y which 
springs from it. This hostility 
would: most apt to he turned 
against the mother who leaves 
him for the whole day—and 
whom he may blame for the 
family difficulties. 


The 
anxiety and hostility 


build up during his day with 
you—and you aren't to blame 
—but the moment his mother 
appears it is necessary for 
him to spill them out in all of 
the aggressive and naughty 
behavior he can think up. 


I hope his mother will take 


this seriously 
and 
for 
1he 


child's sake and maybe her 
own, consult some counselor 
who will study the family and 
the child and 1ry to make 
some rfeadway in smoothing 
out the tangles. 
The Family 


Social Service or a personal 
marriage counselor or psycho- 
logist or psychiatrist would all 
be helpful in this situation.

Do you have m e d i c i n e for that 
asthmatic youngster, in case he developed a sudden 
attack in the midst of confusion? 
In short, are you 


prepared lor the worst in case it should happen sud- 
denly? 


Actually, the need for preparedness is a vital one 


which exists every moment: of every day, and one 
which requires the full support and consideration of 
every adult, regardless of age or position. 
As one 


woman who had lived through the last war in Lon- 
don said: 


"We were asleep because we said, 'It can't happen 


here.' Heaven help the people in America if they are 
asleep, too." 


AS 
EVERYONE KNOWS (or should know), the 


-^*- Long Beach-Los Angeles area could be a prime 
target for destruction. A calm and relaxed attitude 
on the part of local residents could result in panic and 
chaos in the event of an emergency. People who lived 
in Long Beach when the 1933 earthquake shook the 
city from its foundations will remember the distress 
and confusion suffered by those who were routed 
temporarily from their comfortable homes. 


We can and should do something about Civil Do- 


f ;nse (which, of course, means preparation for other 
(- nergencies such as earthquakes, fires and floods as 
<1'?11 as hydrogen bombs) by giving the subject a lot 
rl thought and a little effort. The average housewife 
••an easily provide for the material needs of her fam- 
ily at such a time. And with these physical needs 
taken care of, many psychological problems will be 
eliminated also. Here are some specifics: 


1—FAMILY ROUND-TABLE DISCUSSION — At 


the earliest possible time have a family round-table 
discussion about emergencies. 
Point out that while 


we don't look for things to happen, they can and often 
do occur when we least expect them. If the discus- 
sion is presented in a matter-of-fact way, the chil- 
dren will accept the possibility of an emergency as 
part of daily living, just as they accept air-raid and 
fire drills at school and treat them as a matter of 
course. 


2—KNOW YOUR HOME — Right now, today, look 


at each utility valve. Find out if you would need a 
special wrench to turn off the gas and water. Learn 
how to reset the electric circuit breaker or replace a 
fuse in the dark. Know how to make use of the wa- 
ter in the water heater for drinking purposes. 


3—BASIC EQUIPMENT FOIl EMERGENCIES — 


Keep basic equipment for emergencies in one place, 
and keep it there at all times. This should include a 
flashlight with reserve batteries; medicine, including 
any special prescription needed by a certain member 
of the family; first-aid supplies for minor cuts and 
scratches, and the most recent pamphlets obtainable 
from Civil Defense headquarters for quick reference. 
A portable or battery-operated 
radio and a small 


camp-type gasoline stove are highly desirable to have 
on hand. 


4—FOOD AND WATER SUPPLY — Check your 


food and water supply. 
Have an adequate food and 


water supply on hand at all times. 
Every family 


should have a survival food kit in the home where it 
will be readily accessible in case of evacuation. 
It 


should be remembered that these survival food kits 
are designed for basic menu needs, and would, of 
course, be supplemented with other food on hand in 
case of emergency. 


Many families make a practice of once-a-week 


shopping at the market, and thus, at the end of the 
week, the kitchen shelves arc nearly bare (with the 
exception of staples). 
It would be an excellent idea 


to buy for 10 days instead of a week, and keep in 
reserve the extra three-days' supply of food. This re- 
serve can*bei built 'Up. gradually, iff. at eacli market ing..' 
time, an extra can'of tuna'or'Beans 'is added' to Uio

A smart housewife will buy a few extra cans of food each time she does her 
mar- 


keting, thus gradually building up a reserve supply 
of staples for 
emergencies. 


shopping list. The reserve will not stay built up if, 
when company comes and a minor emergency arises, 
the extra can of tuna is used and not replaced. A 
well-stocked pantry shelf plus a survival food kit 
will ensure adequate menus — a "must" for any 
emergency. 


As many gallons of bottled water as can be con- 


veniently stored away should be kept with the re- 
serve food supply. Because of possible breakage half- 
gallon bottles are desirable. 
The importance of ex- 


tra water cannot be over-emphasized, as parents of 
small children especially will understand. 


It's a good idea to keep a small stock of hard 


candy and gum on hand for between-meal snacks 
and moral uplift. And those who smoke should by all 
means keep an unused and unopened carton of cig- 
arettes for the time when they cannot run to the 
drug store. 


5—CARE OF PETS — The care of pets in time of 


an emergency is an important issue to be considered. 


Those who own animals owe it both to the animals 
and themselves to keep extra cans of pet food stored 
away. 
A crazed, half-starved animal roaming the 


streets in search of food would be a menace to the 
community as a whole. It is the responsibility of pet 
owners to take care of the animals' physical needs 
during an emergency, in the same way that it is ex- 
pected at other times. 


THOSE WHO FEEL and act realistic about civil 


defense emergencies should encourage their neighbors 
to do likewise. 
Civil Defense authorities would have 


almost more work than they could handle at the ac- 
tual time of an emergency. Their heavy load can be 
lightened if each householder does his part in home 
preparation. The time to prepare for an emergency 
is when no emergency exists, in the same way that 
an insurance policy is taken out before an accident 
occurs. For those who have a realistic and wide- 
awake outlook of their own and their families' future, 
that time is NOW!

rf HE BIG NAVY four-engine transport plane rolled do\vn the rim- 
-"- way at Los Alamitos Naval Air Station and look off inlo the 
night. 


The lights of Long Bench fell astern as the pilol set his course 


for Miami, first leg of a flight lo the nation's out posts in the 
Caribbean. 


Aboard the plane were members of VR771, a Naval Reserve air 


transport squadron based at Los Alamitos, participating in their 
annual two-week training period. 


They were simulating the squadron's war mission 
lo deliver 


supplies or personnel to scattered points throughout the world. 


In this role, the squadron during the two weeks traveled 61,272 


miles in three RSDs (the Navy designation for the Douglas DC4), 
making two flights to the Caribbean, three to Honolulu, (wo to New 
York, one to Washington, five to Phoenix and two lo Alamctla. 


THE SQUADRON'S PILOTS averaged Sfi.3 hours of flying 


time in the two weeks—more than the average for airline pilots in 
a month. 


The plane commander for this Caribbean flight was Lt. Cnidr. 


Robert H. Hippe, 2661 Crest view Dr., New-port Beach, a partner 
in the architectural firm of Ramberg, Hippe and Lowrey, Santa Ana.

Co-pilots were Lt. Cmdr. Gerald B. Wilson, AHadena. assistant 


superintendent of building for the City of Pasadenn, and Lt. Cmdr. 
Levi Bowman Brookshire, Westchcster, a designer for Northrop 
Aircraft. 


Crewmen were ADI Douglas A. Wignall, 5750 Scrivener SI.; 


ATI Clarence E. Doxstater, 9752 Russell St., Garden Grove, and 
ADI Elwood W. Milson, all Naval Reserve nlntionkeepcrs at Los

The group landed at Ihe Marine Corps Air Slation, Miami, at 


10:50 a. m. Tuesday after a nonstop flighl of 13 hours. After ar- 
ranging for refueling and servicing of the plane, squadron members 
enjoyed a little relaxation at Miami Beach, noted lor its miles of 
plush hotels and assorted night clubs. 


frlE PARTY DEPARTED Miami at 9:10 a. m. Wednesday for 


the Naval Air Station, Coco Solo, Panama Canal '/.one. In a short 
time the plane passed over Cuba, then was over.wafer until Pt. San 
Bias was sighted, northeast of the Panama Canal. The plane flew 
in over dense, humid jungles and landed at Coco Solo at 3:-10 p. m.

MOST 
exciting adven- 


ture as a wildlife pho- 


tographer was not in the realm 
of big savage beasts but in the 
separate world of the insects— 
among the wild bee colonies of 
the California foothill country. 


It was not only the most fas- 


cinating, but one of the most 
difficult and dangerous as well. 


My assignment for Walt Dis- 


ney's most searching nature pic- 
ture, "Secrets of Life," can be 
as deadly as a rattlesnake. The 
honey 
bee can sting a man 


quickly to death. 


It was with caution that I 


approached 
these 
disarmingly 


beautiful 
creatures 
o n t h e 


strangest of all motion picture 
locations. 


I SET Ur my camera in an 


aged oak within a couple of 
yards of a very populous bee 
castle in the hooded hollow of 
a tree. One afternoon I noticed 
a sudden strange commotion 
about the entrance of the hive. 


A regal looking creature, gold- 


en and glistening, had emerged 
from the castle port and paused 
there in the sunlight. At once 
hundreds of little workers be- 
gan gathering about her with 
folded wings as if awaiting some 
signal. I knew I was about to 
witness one of the supreme and 
ceremonious events of apian so- 
ciety—the change of reigning 
queens in the dynastic succes- 
sions of a million years. 


Inside a young princess would 


be ascending the throne. On the 
threshold, the old matriarch, 
surrounded by her loyal retain- 
ers, was taking her peaceable 
and ordained departure. 


IN A MOMENT they rose in 


a great golden swarm, following 


! their queen to some new home 


the s c o u t s 
had 
indicated. 


Through my "head mask" I 
heard the hum of their myriad 
wings. 


Carefully, I opened a" section 


of the hive to expose the in- 
terior for my spying movie cam- 
eras and waited for the inevita- 
ble attack upon my armor-clad 
person to subside.

from 


one impregnation. The only se-xod 
female of the hive, she is the 
mother of swarming generations 
until in turn displaced by a 
new monarch.

endurance.

side the unit carrying an object 
that aroused more curiosity than 
the strange "clinkers" of the 
band.

twist the urn about with as 
much a degree of grace and 
rhythm as the liquid contents 
would 
allow. This touch of 


showmanship soon paid off for 
the questionable adornment was 
soon promoted to the very front 
of the musical unit. This led to 
the liquid being removed and 
the urn being remodeled into a 
crude-looking slick with a long 
shaft, resembling the present 
day signal baton. 


In the e a r l y 
3900s the 


"juggling drum majors," as they 
had labeled themselves, began 
to outdo themselves with new 
twists, turns and e x t r e m e 
rhythms. Because of the dif- 
ficulty in maneuvering the long, 
heavy baton, the athletic wand 
was shortened and evolved into 
a stick about the size of today's 
large twirling baton. At this 
time, the art became officially 
known as "baton spinning" and 
the juggling majors 
guarded 


their tricks and movements with 
zealous 
secrecy, 
refusing

teach anyone their professional 
secrets. 


IN THE SECOND quarter of 


the 1900s, the "hand that rocks 
the cradle" moved in. Several 


women were called upon 1o head 
musical units solely to display 
their graceful movements and 
appearance. 
This 
seemed 
1o 


please the general public. At 
first their beauty and boldness 
in accompanying the bands held 
the public interest but as their 
presence more and more became 
an 
accepted 
fact, 
the 
gals 


searched for a different means 
to maintain their popularity. 


A lighter and shorter baton 


was designed for feminine use 
and, one by one, girls began to 
take over the decorated stick. 
As the year 1940 approached, 
women twirlers numbered in the 
thousands and men began bow- 
ing out to their • more comely 
competitors. 


By 1950 many high schools 


and 
universities 
had 
begun 


adapting baton twirling for use 
in their musical and physical 
education programs. 


Today, wherever the smiling 


n i m b l e - f i n g e r e d majors or 
majorettes appear, they capture 
the audience and the cameras, 
still, movie and TV. American 
baton twirlers are the most 
famous in the world. They are 
living evidence of the poise,

Will an A-ship be named for Long Beach? Once before a 
proud warship bore the city's name—a frigate (above) 
—launched in 1943 and battle-tried in World War n.

SECRETARY Charles 


S. Thuniiis announced recent- 


ly that "cntvful consideration" is 
being given llic proposal to name 
an atomic-powered cruiser for 
Long Beach. 


That turned back memories to 


the 
night- -yes, night, it was 


wartime, if you remember!—of 
May 5, 19 3. whon the USS Long 
Beach, a frigate, was launched 
in the Wilmington yard of the 
Consolidated Steel Corp. 


What became of that doughty 


ship, named for Long Beach, 
home port nf the Pacific fleet? 


Toughness must have been 


built 
into the frigate's steel 


plates for within a brief time 
after her shakedown cruise, she 
started to gather battle stars. 


Manned by a Coast Guard 


crew of youngsters, the ship was 
rushed across 
the Pacific to 


join Adm. Halsey's famous 7th 
Fleet. 


Sleek and fast, the 
frigate 


slugged at the Japs with her 3- 
inch and 50-calihcr guns. She'd 
knife in near the shore and sup- 
port LCI's as they rammed onto 
the 
terrible beaches 
of 
the 


South Pacific. 


Her 
machine guns 
covered 


troops as they fought for their 
slender beachheads among 
the

Admiralty Islands and in the 
Bismarck Archipelago. 


A FIRST BATTLE star was 


won for those operations. 


The frigate was in the spear- 


head of the surprise landing at 
Iloltandia, in New Guinea, and 
won another battle star. 


Came August 1944. The USS 


Long Beach really grappled with 
the foe. 


She bombarded Soepiori and 


Biak Islands, in New Guinea. 


Knifing within a few hundred 


yards of the beach, she fired her 
guns point-blank at the Japa- 
nese, 
entrenched 
in 
fortified 


caves. 


DUKING THE ATTACK, an 


Army reconnaissance party was 
put ashore. They re-embarked 
aboard the frigate as she cov- 
ered 
them with her 
blazing 


guns. 
Mission accomplished. 


In September 3944, the ship 


was an escort into Morotai, for 
a convoy towing heavy equip- 
ment to outfit a small naval 
base. 


For 
fighting in the Philip- 


pines, 
at 
the Leyte landing 


operations, in November, she 
won her third battle star. 


New Year's Day 1945, found 


the frigate homeward bound. 
She sailed to Boston, via the 
Canal Zone and was drydocked 
for overhaul. 


RECONDITIONED and with 


new war paint, the frigate re- 
turned to the Pacific, arriving in 
Seattle, in April. 


She proceeded on to the Aleu- 


tians and was turned over to the 
Russian Navy along with 100 
other naval vessels. 


Only 
July 
21. the 
frigate 


reached Pet ropavlovsk, Siberia. 
The 
next 
month, the Soviet 


Union declared war on Japan. 


Wilh the Hammer and Sickle 


flying from her mainmast, she 
saw action in the coastal waters 
off M'lncluiria and Korea.

A L K W E S T W A R D

"The largest 
native 
upland 


game bird of California — and 
also, incidentally, the largest of 
the American grouse—it is more 
or less limited in habitat to the 
semi-arid sagebrush ranges of 
eastern California and there- 
fore far removed 
from large 


population centers. For this rea- 
son, it is one of the least known 
of the game birds, both to the 
general public and also to the 
sportsmen of the state. 


ONLY THE WILD turkey 


has a more lavish physique.

-Measuring from 2 to 2',2 feet 
long, the male grouse weighs 
from 2 to S pounds, and the fe- 
male from 3 to 5 pounds. 


Both have similar plumage—a 


body of mottled black, grayish 
brown, gray and yellowish white 
and a throat of varied black and 
yellow. The female is chiefly 
distinguished from the male by 
her shorter tail. Also, the male 
lias a line of air sacs on the 
side of his neck, which he in- 
flates during courting season 
while strutting around in grand 
style to attract females. While 
sucking the air in and out of the 
sacs, he makes a noise very 
much like a leaking pump. 


THEY PRODUCE ONLY one 


brood a year, and like other 
wildlife they follow a definitely 
established cycle. In the spring 
the eggs are laid, usually from 
8 to 15, though often coyotes 


invade the nest and leave a 
much smaller number. The eggs 
are 
heavily 
colored, 
greenish 


gray or olive buff, dotted and 
spotted with dark brown. While 
nesting, the hen hides from the 
cock in a slight ground depres- 
sion, which is usually canopied 
with sagebrush and which may 
or may not be lined with twigs 
and sage leaves. 


The brood is hatched in April 


or May, and thereafter moves 
in a covey with the mother and 
remains under her protection 
until late autumn, when sev- 
eral small coveys will \inite to 
form a pack. Only then do the 
males rejoin the flock, which is 
non-migratory and only mildly 
nomadic, preferring familiar ter- 
rain and water-holes. All winter 
they shun the more exposed 
flatlands, and retire to the shel- 
ter of heavily wooded valleys.

Gloryhole of the Tough Thirties

JUrUCKERS l o a d i n g ore 
m buckets 
b e n e a t h its 


groaning timbers c a l l e d the 
mine the "Gloryhole." The late 
William J. Rogers, prospector 
who discovered the golden heart 
of it on a manzanita-grown hill- 
side, named (he strike after his 
wife. Tints, the Big Susana came 
to Jife. 


This was in the depression 


1930s. A mining journal re- 
porled the Rogers discovery in 
Ncenach Township and a gold 
rush started. Hundreds of per- 
sons swarmed into the western 
spur of Antelope Valley—pros- 
pectors, hard rock miners, card 
sharks, opportunists, muckers, 
speculators, tin horn gunmen, 
cooks, and the merely shiftless. 
Drawn from nearby mines of 
M o j a v e's 
Soledad mountain, 


from 
diggings elsewhere, and 


from points around the world. 
The prospectors 
grubbed for 


new strikes and found them. 


Millions of dollars in gold came from the fabulously 
rich Gloryhole mine, entry seen above as it is today. 


Hard rock m i n e r s and the 
muckers asked for work and 
got it; likewise, the cooks. The 
shiftless got drunk. 


ALL THE DOINGS stemmed 


from that precise moment when 
middle-aged Bill Rogers looked 
into his pan and saw gold. As 
the story goes, the gaunt, sun- 
browned prospector, who even 


in wealth remained faithful to 
work clothes and a nondescript 
hat, told the curious, "I was 
trying to find w a t e r on the 
place." 


"I had shoveled out a damp 


hole and sat looking out over 
Antelope Valley to see if it 
would fill. I noticed a whitish

story residence was built

motorists. The builders utilized 
Ojai fieldstone —vast amounts 
of it—fo face the exterior up 
to tlv, second story roofline. 


Thousands 
of tourists and 


natives alike, driving along the 
ocean 
bluff, have had 
their 


imaginations captured by this 
outstanding house and t h e i r 
curiosity sparked with wonder 
as to what it must be like in 
side. 


The Crawford home relies on 


an enormity of windows and 
the flattering effects of tropica 
planting to open up and soften 
the lines of the structure. Tims 
it avoids—completely and hap- 
pily—the ponderous "stockade" 
quality that so often goes with 
stone structure. 


A SMALL GATE opens to a

startled to see they were prac- 
tically in the m i d d l e ol San 
Juan. 


The walled city known today 


as "Old San Juan" is situated 
on a tiny islet just across San 
Antonio Channel from the air- 
port and adjacent Navy Base on 
the main island. 


The business section of Old 


San Juan and most points of in- 
terest are jammed into a small 
area about six blocks square. 
Narrow streets, built centuries

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plate glass windows that make 
a real "command performance" 
of the magnificent ocean view, 
for cozier atmosphere, draperies 
of burnt orange pull across the 
windows, adding brilliance to 
the room furnished with leather 
upholstered furniture in tones 
of parchment and terra cotta.

San Juan, capital of the Com- 


monwealth of Puerto Rico, is 
one of the oldest cities in the 
Western Hemisphere. Old San 
Juan was settled in 1523 after 
being moved from the original 
site across the bay in Canarra 
where it was founded in 1508. 


THE 
SUBURB of Santurce, 


just across the channel, in the 
past two decades grew to meet 
the town of Rio Piedras, 7H 
miles away. San Juan incor- 
porated Rio Piedras and the 
outlying suburbs in 1952. 


Modern San Juan is the cen- 


ter of what the Puerto Ricans 
call "a testing ground to see if 
an underdeveloped country can 
raise its standard of living in 
terms of democracy, contrary to 
communist claims." 


In a dramatic bid. the com- 


monwealth government has of- 
fered 
a 
completely 
tax-free 


period of 10 years to U. S. 
manufacturers who set up new 
plants in Puerto Rico. 


This, a labor reservoir of 650,- 


000 men and women who have 
been Riven training in HIP com- 
monwealth's vocational schools 
and a wonderful climate, have 
resulted in the establishment of 
400 new plants there. 


THE VISITOKS wound up 


their stay in San Juan with a 
tour Friday morning of TCI ATor- 
ro. 1he fortress which guarded 
the city for centuries. 


The fortress wns stnrtrd in 


1539 
and completed in 1501. Tt 


was unsuccessfully altarkod by 
Sir Francis Drake in 1595 and 
taken in 15flS by the Earl of 
Cumberland.

lowing, the ball mill situated a 
few y a r d s down-canyon from

bath diluted by water flowing 
from the original springs that 
led Bill Rogers to discover the 
precious mineral. Tailing piles 
have inched higher and higher 
with the years until today, the 
conical mounds of light colored 
rock stand almost higher than 
the looming canyon walls.

THE PLAN, as above des- 


cribed, sounds decep Lively simple. 
However, Mrs. Ruth Craig Mer- 
rill, 
originator o£ the Biblical 


garden, has done an unbelieva- 
ble amount of research on the 
subject which oirers plenty of 
scope for debate. One factor that 
tends to complicate the issue is 
that many plants referred to in 
the Bible bear names that have 
been replaced by newer nomen- 
clature. For example, the "gourd" 
mentioned in the Book of Job is 
what we know as the casterbean; 
the green bay tree referred to by 
David is known to us as the 
laurel. 


To further confuse the issue, 


the Holy Land that once was ver- 
dant and productive is, today, 
virtually a barren wasteland. 
Historians blame the barrenness 
of Palestine, Syria and Trans- 
jordania on two factors: first, 
the cutting down of natural tim- 
bers and leaving exposed land to 
be 
eroded 
and swept 
away; 


second, neglect of the ancient 
terrace-type cultivation. 
These 


countries stand today as grim 
testimony of some of the world's 
most devastating soil erosion. 


Unaware of the change that 


has evolved since the 7th cen- 
tury, some artists are given to 
portraying 
Christ 
walking in 


deserts 
amidst 
cactus 
which 


botanists feel 
sure was not 


present in the Holy Land during 
his life. 


OF ADDED 
INTEREST is 


the fact that a garden to the 
Palestinians and Syrians meant, 
literally, a grove of trees (usually 
olives) surrounded by walls ot 
stone or briars. The latter was 
to discourage marauders both 
animal and human. In the center 
of these gardens was a mound 
of earth of rock that afforded 
the owner ot the garden a view 
of the surrounding—and threat- 
ening—countryside. 


This garden bears little re- 


semblance 
to 
the 
riotously- 


colored, heady-smelling rose ar- 
bor-pansy bed sort of tiling we 
associate with the name today. 
Shrubs and trees were cultivated 
in the Holy Land for purely 
practical purposes - - food, 
fuel, 


building material, fodder, medi- 
cants and for drink. 
The busi- 


ness of survival was such a big 
enough job that there was no 
time left for the cultivation of

prcttiness for any save the rich- 
est men. 


And so the garden at St. Luke's 


Church may never be known for 
lush prettiness. But for histori- 
cal correctness and dignity it is 
distinctive. 


The courtyard of this English- 


style church is surrounded on 
three sides by the parish house, 
the guild hall and the church it- 
self. Across the front o[ the gar- 
den is the covered ambulatory 
connecting the parish halt with 
the church. 


BKYOXD THE OPEN arches 


of the walkway lies the garden. 
The 
enormous and 
handsome 


olive tree that spreads its shel- 
tering branches over the south- 
east corner of the courtyard was 
transplanted to this site two 
years ago. A hedge of myrtle 
borders the garden across the 
east side, screening the street 
within the open walkway. 


A margin of color and fra- 


grance is offered by a bed of 
narcissus and tulips that grow in 
front of the myrtle hedge. Both 
flowers 
were referred 
to as 


"roses" in the Bible. Covering 
the beds bordering the north 
and south sides of the garden is 
glossy ivy that is referred to by 
that name in the Bible. Growing 
in the north section, which avoids 
the hot afternoon sun, are the 
acacia tree, almond tree and the 
fir. 
The latter specimen was ac- 


tually 
brought 
here 
recently 


from the Holy Land. 
Brought 


to the garden at the same time 
was a small pine tree that, like 
the 
olive, 
grows 
within 
the 


center plot. 


The walkway leads past a 


mass of other incidental plants 
and shrubc that have been iden- 
tified by small metal markers 
as to name and to the section 
of the Bible wherein they are 
mentioned. 


ACROSS THE BACK of the 


garden is a boxwood 
hedge, 


known Biblically as the "box". 
In front of the hedge grow the 
lilies. The anemone was known 
as the lily of the field, the hya- 
cinth as the lily of the valley, 
the Madonna lily as the TCnsler 
lily and the yellow iris ns the 
lily of the stream. These latter 
two are impractical to grow in 
the garden and so arc merely sol 
out in pots during specific time* 
of tlio year. 


Also growing in this section 


are herbs which were purchased 
by money donated by children of 
the church school. Growing side 
by side with the fragrant and 
lovely hyacinth is garlic, onion, 
mustard, coriander, mini, endive 
and rue. 


On the south side of the gar- 


den is a shaded plot thai fea- 
tures an old and rustic bench 
that invites visitors to stop and 
meditate. The bench is sheltered 
by a carob tree on the right, a 
fig tree on the left and is banked 
In back by 
willowy bulrushes 


that wave their feathery foliage 
in the breeze.

YESTERDAYS 


Pleasure Tour of West-- 


By Katharine B. Moore 


WTS A LONG WAY from 
* Perthshire, Scotland, and the 
39th century to Southern Cali- 
fornia and 1956! A Henry In- 
man portrait of Sir William 
Drummond Stewart has traveled 
that distance, to be a part of 
the collection of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clyde Porter of Santa Ana. To 
this couple—formerly of Kan- 
sis City, Mo., Taos, N. M.—west- 
ern history has been a pastime 
and a supplementary career. 


Mrs. Porter (Mae Reed Por- 


ter), who collaborated with Ber- 
nard de Voto in "Across the 
Wide Missouri" (Houghton Mif- 
flin), found this portrait under 
unusual circumstances while do- 
ing research in New York. It 
is one of their many priceless 
mementoes of the dashing, high- 
tempered Scotch playboy of well 
over a century ago. In America, 
Sir William is chiefly known as 
the organizer of probably the 
first conducted pleasure tour 1o 
the West—in 18-13—after his 
preliminary treks in 1833 and 
3837. 


HIS RIGHT-HAND man was 


Col. William Sublette, hunter, 
fur trader and explorer. The 
colonel, an enthusiastic guide, 
was an associate of such fa- 
mous mountain men as Joseph 
Tteddeford Walker, discoverer of 
Yosemile, anil Walker's Pass, in 
the vicinity of Balsersfield. 


It is not unusual for present- 


day sportsmen to travel 2,200 
miles to fish in the Pacific or 
hunt in the High Sierra. In 18-13 
such a trip was hazardous. Sir 
William had 
no air lines or 


vista dome trains by which to 
route his clients, but his organ- 
ization methods were strictly 
modern. Preparatory publicity 
consisted of a personal trip to 


New Orleans, and one to St. 
Louis by Sublette, to e n l i s t 
"tourists." The nobleman's pre- 
vious years in the West made 
him an ardent advance agent. 
For an expedition in 1837 he 
had employed a talented young 
Baltimore artist — Alfred Ja- 
cob Miller — to record 
the 


adventure in pictures. As it 
was not until 1838 that Louis 
Daguerre invented photography, 
Miller's tools were water colors, 
brushes, paper, and a back- 
ground of European art tech- 
nique. Ninety-six of his orig- 
inal water color 
s k e t c h e s 


bearing penciled notations are 
among the treasures of Mr. and 
Mrs. Porter. Through lectures, 
illustrated with colored slides 
made from these paintings, Mrs. 
Porter has stimulated interest 
in this once almost forgotten 
craftsman. 
A group of 
the 


sketches, many perfectly repro- 
duced in color, illustrate "Across 
the Wide Missouri." 


THE SIR WILtlAM-Sublette 


guided tour took place in an 
era of excitement and restless- 
ness. In Southern California the 
fabulous 
Yankee Dons, Abel 


Stearns and J\ian Temple, were 
making plans for 
fandangos, 


barbecues, bull fights and horse 
laces on their newly acquired 
ranches where Long Beach now 
carries out its industrial and 
recreational programs. In West- 
port and Independence — the 
east-west links—serious minded 
emigrants were preparing to 
launch forth to populate t h e 
Oregon country. They looked on 
in amazement at the elaborate 
equipment of Sir William's gay 
crowd. 


In May his party of 93 start- 


ed. It included health seekers, 
doctors, lawyers, botanists and 
(according to Sublette's journal) 
"bug ketchers," besides a large 
crew of hired men. Their goal 
was Hie Scotchman's favorite 
lake in the Wind River Moun- 
tains, just east, of the Conti- 
nental Divide. There they fished 
from 
collapsible 
India-rubber / 


bonts. They had on their menus 
canned delicacies, i m p o r t e d 
cheeses, and wines. Like many 
a modern v a c a t i o n e r they 
thrilled to the scenery of the 
Grand Tetons. With Joe Fourier 
and Antoine Clement to lead 
them, they hunted buffalo. The 
trails over which echoed the 
voices and rifle shots of tin'., 
spirited, heterogeneous caval- 
cade were new and lonely ones. 
It was not until six years later 
tnat searchers for Sutler's gold 
streamed 
across and beyond 


them.

SIR WILLIAM'S wilderness 


party was his last 
fling in 


America. Managing his ances- 
tral estate, he dreamed of the 
freedom of the plains. On the 
walls of Murthly Castle were 
dramatic reminders of the new 
world—oil paintings done by Al- 
fred Miller from the water color 
sketches of. 1837. 


In a philosophical mood, Mrs. 


Porter looked at the Inman 
portrait of a regal and formal 
Sir William above the mantel 
in her living room. 


"I like to think that Sir Wil- 


liam is very happy to be back 
in America—and the Wcsl," she 
said. 


The Porters' home on se- 


cluded Tropic Lane is a reflec- 
tion of true art connoisseurs. 
Their hobby of researching has 
yielded many unforgettable ex- 
periences, as well as tangible 
souvenirs. Among them is an 
oyuisJlc Jiiuiiulurc ol Lt. George 


Frederick Ruxton, a eontempo- 
raiy of Sir William, gained 
while delving for facts in Eng- 
land. These energetic historians 
have co-authored "Ruxton of 
the Rockies" and have re-issued 
Ruxton's own book, "Life in 
the Far AVest."—both through 
the University of 
Oklanoma 


Press. 


"1'OU MIGHT SAY Ruxton 


was 
a 
world-traveler," 
said 


Porter, as he displayed some 
formidable appearing horris and 
other trophies of the 
daring 


man's African and Canadian ex- 
ploits. "And we also have his 
medals won during the Carlist 
Wars in Spain in 1937." 


The latest achievement of this 


Western Americana team is a 
compilation of the reactions of 
Matthew Field, 
the 
ex-actor 


who 
"covered" 
Sir William's 


1843 tour for the New Orleans 
Picayune.

degree on clover, rush, snow- 
berry, prickly lettuce, wooly 
sunflower, dandelion and rab- 
bilbrush. They also eat ants, 
grasshoppers, moths and butter- 
flies as well as some seeds. 
When near wheat fields, they 
eat the grain, perhaps because 
it is so easily available. 


The grouse of California are 


undoubtedly the descendants of 
the great flocks whose original 
range extended over much o[ 
the western stales as far east as 
Kansas, Nebraska and the Da- 
kolas, and northward lo south- 
western 
Canada — Ihe 
region 


known as the "sagebrush coun- 
try." The birds were first pro- 
tected in California in 1901, 
when a closed season was en- 
acted, making it unlawful 1o 
possess 
I hem belwcen Feb. 1 


and Oct. 1. The some law pro- 
hibited the sale of wild sage 
grouse, and also prohibited the 
shipment of more than 25 birds 
in one day by one person. But 
these restrictions were still too 
liberal, and in 3903 the closed 
season extended to the period 
from Feb. 15 to Sept. 1. 


THE OPEN S E A S O N On 


grouse was still further reduced 
from 1903 to 1918, yet by 1921 
the birds were virtually extinct 
in 
several 
counties, 
notably 


Modoc and Inyo. In that year, 
grouse shooting was prohibiled 
throughout the state. In 1925, 
all counties were again opened 
for grouse shooting from Aug. 
1 to 15. In 1928. the Slate Leg- 
islature set aside a game refuge 
in Lassen Counly as a sage 
grouse and an!elope refuge, and 
relaxed the hunting regulations. 
Soon, 
however, 
grouse 
were 


facing exlinclion. and a closed 
season was enforced from 191-1 
to 1950 throughout the stale. 


In 1950 and 1951, Ihe season

was opened in Mono County, 
but only for two days, Sept. 1 
and 2, and with a two-bird sea- 
son bag limit.

camp, no doubt may think it is 
just like any other western city 
spreading under vast blue skies. 
Late model cars are parked at 
the curb, people walk casually 
along the sidewalks and shop in 
the stores. Life is normal. 


But stop any citizen and ask 


him about Butte. He will offer 
a broad friendly smile and tell 
of his town's many attractions. 
He will relate that this metrop- 
olis is known as the "mile-deep" 
city. 
Underground mine levels 


and raises form a network of 
more than 2,200 miles, and there 
are over 5,000 miles of slope 
workings. For the uninformed, 
a slope working is an -excavation 
underground for the-removal of 
Ore formed by mining from a 
)lock of ground. 


At the Western city limits is 


:he Montana School of Mines. 
Phis school is part of the Uni- 
versity of Montana, and has a 
museum with one of the finest 
mineral collections in the Unit- 
ed Stales. -The museum is open 
daily from 8 a. m. to 5 p. m. At 
the approach to the campus of 
the" School of Mines is a statue 
of Marcus Daly made by the 
American 
sculptor, 
Auguslus 


Saint-Gaudens.. To know the 
story of Marcus Daly is to know 
the history of Butte. 


It was in the early 1870s that 


young and brilliant Marcus came 
:rom Virginia City, Nev., to man- 
age the Alice Mine for a group 
of Salt Lake City bankers. He 
came in time to see the bonanza 
silver .mining days of Butte on 
the wane,' for the silver ore 
mined ..was of low grade. Every 
one in the camp was discouraged, 
and one by one families were 
caving 
for 
better 
"diggin's." 


Tor a few years it looked as if 
3utte was destined to be an- 
other ghost town.

metal at that time. Its produc- 
tion was very expensive. It was 
shipped by sailing vessels around 
the Horn to the Atlantic Coast 
to the smelter. This took many 
months. 


But the faith and courage of 


Marcus Daly saved the camp. 
He borrowed money a..d sank 
mine shafts. He blocked out ore 
when people said it could not be 
done. 
He persevered, refusing 


to admit defeat. 
Today he is 


credited with founding the vast 
copper industry in Montana, and 
making Butte the world's lead- 
Ing copper city. 


In the years that followed, his- 


tory records that great wealth 
poured into Butte from all cor- 
ners of the earth. It became a 
city of contrasts. 
Fabulous for- 


tunes were made and lost over- 
night. There were bitter quar- 
rels and murders to settle dis- 
putes over mming .claims. .Court 
calendars of that era were filled 
for years with mining claims to 
control the bodies of ore under- 
ground and on the surface. All 
this 
is different today. The 


mines are consolidated and oper- 
ated by the Anaconda Mining 
Company. Underground mines 
are connected for safety, drain- 
age and ventilation. These fac- 
tors give good up-to-date mining 
operations. 


Butte serves her country in 


times of peace as well as in times 
of war. For example, her yearly 
production of copper, zinc, lead, 
and manganese reaches well into 
the 
hundreds of 
millions of 


pounds. 


IN THE COURSE of conversa- 


tion with Butte residents one 
may be told that a visit to a cop- 
per mine may be arranged. The 
Leonard-Mine is usually the one 
used for guided tours for visitors 
during the day. 
It is located 


next to Meaderville, a lively lit- 
tle Italian settlement on the out-

They carry the mine water which 
is pumped from the high ore 
shaft on the hill. Years ago it 
was discovered that iron left in 
the water was replaced by cop- 
per precipitates, and today cop- 
per tanks yield 6,000,000 pounds 
of copper a year. 


On the right are the Rarus, the 


Berkley and the Tramway mines, 
properties made famous in the 
rowtly early days of Butte's 
gaudy mining history. 
To the 


east are McQueen and East 
Butte, settlements made up of 
Central European people who 
have brought their language and 
their customs with them. Below 
these settlements are slag dumps 
from smeltering operations years 
ago • when copper was "heap- 
roasted" in the open by igniting 
sulphur. All vegetation for miles 


around was killed by this method 
of smelting. 


BREAKING TIIE SKYLINE 


to the west is the giant Ana- 
conda stock. Marcus Daly selec- 
ted Anaconda as a sight for this 
smelter because of the favorable 
water supply and the nearness to 
limestone sources. 
This is an- 


other trip of interest to add to 
the list of tlu'ngs to see in Butte. 


ANOTHER COMMUNITY out- 


side of the city limits of Butte 
is Centerville, a Cornish settle- 
ment where generations of Cor- 
nish miners have lived with their 
families. A common joke among 
local people is that in by-gone 
days on St. Patrick's Day the 
Cousin Jack Band used to lead 
the parade for the Irish because 
every Irishman insisted on being 
the bandleader.--

Columbia Gardens, a popular rec-

PET PARADE 
Monkeys Are Fun 


By Eleanor A very Price 


•m,|-ONKEYS and their antics 


-"• are fascinating, as any 


crowd watching simian antics 
will attest, and this fascination 
is the basis for the almost-ob- 
session some people have for 
owning a monkey. 


Often the start is made with 


a marmoset (which is not a true 
monkey but is a dainty and in- 
teresting little fellow neverthe- 
less) and graduates up to the 
gibbon apes and chimpanzees. 


A monkey is usually easy to 


train providing the pet has com- 
plete confidence in his owner 
and providing the owner remem- 
bers constantly that the monkey, 
in spite of the fact that he re- 
sembles a little person, is not 
human. Be patient at all times, 
scolding only when 
necessary 


and never teasing. 


IT IS ALSO important that 


the monkey be rewarded with 
tidbits when he does things that 
please, but do not stuff h i m 
with peanuts as they will con- 
stipate him if consumed in too 
large quantities. Don't go over- 
board on the fruit, either. 


The monkey's diet should con- 


sist mostly of bananas, nuts, 
whole wheat bread spread witli 
a special liquid vitamin, white 
and sweet potatoes, carrots and 
leafy vegetables. Poached eggs, 
pablum, and milk are often rel- 
ished. Watch his diet carefully 
so he will be odorless and easy 
to keep clean. 


If you wish, you can dress the 


monkey in diapers and rubber 
pants with or without o u t e r 
garments. Usually monkeys re- 
sent 
delicate, 
silky, 
stiff, 
or 


fluffy clothes but will submit 
to soft knitted outfits. 


A monkey should have h i s 


own quarters, a sling to swing 
in, and a tree branch or two to 
clamber on. He needs to play 
james with his owner and be 
talked to by him.

Have a comfortable shelter 


available for the cat or dog, 
one with a warm bed out of 
drafts and shielded from damp 
weather.

Step up the richness of the 


food in your pet's diet, and that 
includes birds. Be certain the 
right vitamins are given to help 
see your pet safely through cool- 
er months without his develop- 
ing some illness peculiar to this 
period. Fresh water must al- 
ways be available, and it should 
be cool, not icy and not heated. 
Extreme temperatures in foods 
should be avoided. 


Don't make any pet an "in- 


and-outer" in cold weather. Rad- 
ical changes of staying outside 
for a few days, inside for an- 
other period and then outside 
again will have harmful efects. 
So plan now just where your 
pet is to spend most of his time 
during the next few months. 


DON'T USK DDT on a cat for 


ticks. Dip a cotton-tipped appli- 
calor in turpentine and touch 
the tick's bend where it enters 
the skin. The tick will release 
ils bold and can be pick"d off 
with tweezers and dropped into 
turpentine or burned.

1. INSTALJ, COVE molding next 


1o wall, if you'll have backsplash of 
linoleum, pictured here. 


2. PREFIT FELT and linoleum to

Sharp jackknife or 
havvknosed linoleum knife cuts material 
quickly and easily. Felt should come 
just to bottom of cap strip—not over 
it. Attach cap strip after you tack on 
cove molding. 


S. SPR15AD LINOLEUM paste onto 


wall, molding, and top. A notched ap- 
plicator, you can buy, distributes ad- 
hesive evenly. Work from back of the 
cabinet toward the front. This keeps 
your arms and your clothing from drag- 
ging through the fresh linoleum paste— 
easy to remove before it hardens.

f ONG YEARS AGO in the age 
" of the reptiles the ginkgo 
tree was. a widely distributed 
tree in both the eastern and 
western hemispheres. The ice of 
the glacial epochs destroyed alt 
of these trees except in China. 
There it survived and has been

carried down to modern times 
through garden culture — it no 
longer is found growing wild 
even in China. 


The unique fan-like shape of 


the leaves resembling the little 
leaflets o£ a maidenhair fern 
have given rise to the ginkgo's 
common name of Maidenhair 
tree. The tree itself, however, is 
not fern-like. Young trees often 
have the branches radiating in 
clusters, tier above tier, giving 
it a spirelike outline. When ma- 
ture it is a stately tree whose 
shape is loosely pyramidal. The 
tree often is rather slow-grow- 
ing, its rate of growth varying 
with its location, but will event- 
ually reach a height of 70-80 
feet or more. It is deciduous and 
in the autumn the leaves turn a 
golden yellow, persisting on the 
tree for a considerable time be- 
fore falling to make a golden 
carpet upon the ground. 


One should be sure to obtain 


a male tree for planting as the 
fruit of the female tree when it 
falls has a very 
disagreeable 


odor. It is from this fruit that 
the silver nuts of China and 
Japan are obtained, being the 
pure white kernel after the of- 
fensive pulp has been removed. 
The gingko tree is not particu- 
lar as to soil and is practically 
pest free. Like other deciduous 
trees, the gingko is best planted 
when bare root d u r i n g the 
winter.

Harvest Vegetables With Care 


By Bob Gilmore 


WT IS UNFORTUNATE that 


so many vegetable crops are 


ruined by improper handling at 
harvest time. Garden books usu- 
ally devote whole chapters to 
planting, cultivating, spraying, 
irrigating and feeding, but are 
strangely silent on how and 
when to harvest. 


The manner of harvesting let- 


tuce is often determined by the 
variety or type. A head lettuce 
should be allowed to attain 
maximum size to guarantee the 
formation of a solid head. On 
the other hand, loose-leafed va- 
rieties such as the Simpson may 
be harvested as soon as the foli- 
age becomes large enough. To 
insure maximum crispness, it is 
best to harvest just before serv- 
ing. Don't remove the heads 
when wet. 


SUMMER 
SQUASH 
grows 


very rapidly, and the bushes 
should be checked daily as they 
reach 
maturity. 
A 
zucchini 


squash seems to grow 
fasler 


than almost any other compara- 
ble crop. Pick the individual 
squashes before the rind has a 
chance to harden. But the win- 
ter varieties, on the other hand, 
should not be harvested until 
the shell is quite hard. Harvest 
muskmelons when fully mature, 
but before the fruits separate 
from the vines. The mushy tex- 
ture of melons results from their 
being left on the vines for too 
long a time. 


Snap beans should be harvest- 


ed before the pods have reached 
maximum size and while the 
seeds are still relatively small. 
Maturity of the seeds is usually 
accompanied by a tough and 
stringy texture of the pods. 
Lima beans should be gathered 
before the pods turn yellow and, 
as with snap beans, before the 
seeds reach their greatest size. 


GENERALLY speaking, most 


vegetables will be more tender 
if picked when comparatively 
young. The methods utilized liy 
commercial growers may prove 


quite distinct from what you 
practice at home. That is be- 
cause farmers must ship their 
crops a long distance to market; 
the home grower, however, prob- 
ably eats the crop immediately 
after harvesting it. 


Radishes may be pulled sooner 


than any other vegetable he- 
cause they grow so much faster. 
You car. enjoy' mature radishes 
just three weeks after planting. 
It is advisable to delay harvest- 
ing until the crop has attained 
the ideal size, and this may he 
determined by consulting a re- 
liable seed catalog. 
Radishes 


turn pithy quite soon 
after 


reaching maturity. 


GIU5EN ONIONS may also 


be pulled when quite small. Dry 
onions, on the other hand, should 
not be dug until the lops have 
died down. After picking them, 
they should be dried in the sun. 
Line the bulbs up so that the 
tops of one row cover those in 
each succeeding row. This pre- 
vents sunburn. 


When cutting celery, make 


the cut below the surface, thus 
leaving a section of the root at- 
tached. 
An extremely sharp 


knife is required for proper har- 
vesting of celery. After wash- 
ing the celery, it should imme- 
diately be- placed in a refrigera- 
tor. 
This crop is extremely 


susceptible 
to 
decay 
unless 


stored at low temperatures.

Wooly aphis is a cottony sub- 


stance sometimes found in the 
crotches of plants such as pyra- 
cantha and it is really an en- 
emy with two armies. (1) The 
"aerial" force, which is seen on 
the plant, and (2) the "subter- 
ranean" force, which you find 
around the roots. 


When spraying the plant for 


wooly a p h i s , use considerable 
force to break the cottony pro- 
tective covering. But eradicat- 
ing it from the plant itself will 
not do too much good unless 
you eliminale it from the roots 
also by distinfecting the soil 
with an ether product. 


Long ago, wood ashes were 


recommended as a control for 
wooly aphis. Regardless of new 
and m o d e r n products, if you 
have a fireplace where you burn 
logs, I suggest that you save the 
ashes and scatter them occa- 
sionally throughout the winter 
and early spring months in the 
root growing area around your 
fruit trees. 
Wood ashes con- 


stitute a simple, natural con- 
trol for these subterranean ene- 
mies in the soil.

are dug with a ceiling to be 
just a fit for one gopher. Only 
one gopher lives in one laby- 
rinthian unit at a time, but the 
young stay on with mother go- 
pher until they are able to go 
out on their own. If by luck 
one of these prospectors finds 
an unoccupied subway, it im- 
mediately takes it over for an 
apartment to start a family of 
its own. 


THE BROOD NEST is just a 


wide place in the lowest spot 
below ground level. Each brood 
consists of from two to 13 new 
little pests. They multiply as 
rapidly as guinea pigs. 


Trapping is the most 
ap- 


proved m e t h o d of ridding a 
place of gophers, in the long 
run. Occasionally, one can be 
flooded out of its dry canal by 
running a garden hose into an 
open hole and t u r n i n g the 
water on full blast. When th 
gopher comes out burbling fo 
breath, he can be killed. Anolh 
er method is to attach a hos 
to the exhaust pipe of the fain 
ily car and insert the other enr 
into the gopher hole, then rac 
the engine at full speed. Mon 
oxide gas does the trick. 


SEVERAL TYPES of gophei 


traps are on the market am 
are probably more efficient, less 
costly and less wasteful of wa 
tor and gasoline than the hose 
or car. Gopher runways mus 
be opened to accommodate thv. 
trap, which must be matched 
to the hole, and sacking or 
shrubbery should be used foi 
covering, allowing only a tiny 
apcrlure for light to draw the 
gopher into the trap. Gophers 
a r e g o o d housekeepers a n d 
stray soil should be removed it 
it falls into the runway. They 
also are possessed of a keen 
sense of smell and no trace of 
human scent should be per- 
mitted on either trap or bail. 
A bit of fresh 
carrot or a 


scented flower can be used to 
tempi the little marauder into 
(he trap. 


Should the scent of the trap- 


per's hands alarm the gopher, 
the animal will carefully push 
dirt into the trap, packing it 
tightly, and the quarry will fill 
a section of runway and with- 
draw to safety. 


rOISQXKD BAITS are also 


available at nurseries but must 
he placed in the runways care- 
fully to prevent human scent 
from alarming the gopher. Cov- 
ering should be placed, leaving 
only a liny ray of light to bring 
the gopher to inquire about the 
open door to the burrow. 


The pocket gopher Is named 


for the fur lined pockets in its 
cheeks. The animal eats around 
the circumference of each run- 
way, packs Iho surplus into its 
c h e c k s to be carried under- 
ground for later eating or feed- 
ing to the young. When the 
food 
harvest has 
been 
com- 


pleted, the opening is filled to 
prevent the entry of enemies.

Thanksgiving in Purvis Bay

There may have been blacker nights than Thanksgiving 
Eve, 1943, in the-South Pacific, but none could have 
been more completely blacked out with regard to infor- 
mation of the enemy. 


The Solomon Islands campaign, one of the decisive 


battles of World War II in the Pacific, was at its height, 
and the issue had not yet been resolved. Our destroyers 
were steaming north in search of the Japanese, who were 
reported to be evacuating their forces from the islands 
of Buk'a and Rabaul. 


Suddenly our ships made contact with an unidentified 


force — strength unknown — and closed to fight it out. 


The battle continued throughout the night. One after 


another, the breaks fell to us. The pieces of the puzzle 
gradually slipped into their proper places as, one by one, 
the enemy warships were routed or sunk. 


But, as dawn came, a new battle loomed ahead. Pur- 


suit of the beaten Japs had put our formation deep in 
enemy waters, far beyond our own air cover. The weather 
was clear. Japanese airfields were close by, and we knew 
they had many fighters and bombers on the four bases 
in the vicinity of Rabaul. 


As we began our retirement to the southward, aerial 


attack seemed imminent. We hadn't suffered a single 
casualty during the night action, but now, perhaps, our 
<uck had run out. 


To our surprise, nothing happened — nothing at all. 


The Japanese did not strike back! As we continued to sail 
into friendlier waters, identical requests began coming 
in to the flagship from every destroyer in the formation. 
Finally we passed them all along to Admiral Merrill, our 
commander back in Purvis Bay: "Please arrange Thanks- 
giving services for all hands on arrival." 


They were waiting for us when we returned to port — 


our Protestant, Catholic and Jewish chaplains. An ex- 
planation also was waiting — a reconnaissance dispatch 
stating that 58 enemy bombers and 145 fighters had been 
observed on the Japanese airfields near Rabaul. They 
had not. attacked us presumably because, through the 
grace of Divine Providence, they didn't know our exact 
position and, hence, couldn't find us in time. 


I'll always remember that Thanksgiving Day in that 


beautiful, tropical harbor: battle-scarred ships nested 
together in a quiet anchorage, battle-weary crews giving 
thanks to God for their victory — and for their de- 
liverance.

UNRESOLVED: 


How will Congress handle the 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Suppose the 10 Commandments were sent 
to Congress for legislative action. How far 
would Moses get on Capitol Hill? 


That he would encounter obstacles not 


mentioned in the Bible is indicated by the 
Senate's handling of Concurrent Resolution 
88. Introduced by Sens. Styles Bridges (R., 
N.H.) and Earle Clements (D., Ky.) two 
days before Congress adjourned, it went al- 
most unnoticed by the press. Yet it threw 
the Senate into a parliamentary tizzy.' 


Resolution 88 proclaims a simple belief 


that "the 10 Commandments, as the pri- 
mary moral force'behind the three great 
religions of today, Christianity, Judaism and 
Islam, should be reaffirmed as the ethical 
code governing the lives of men and are the 
means of bringing about lasting world peace 
and a solution to the many problems of 
mankind." 


The idea was urged upon Bridges by re- 


ligious-minded friends. Clements joined in 
sponsoring the resolution to keep it non- 
partisan. "We hoped it would stimulate 
spiritual thinking," Bridges explains. 


Then why did this unpublicizcd resolution 


cause the biggest backstage stir the Senate 
has seen in years? The answer is found in 
the first clause of the first Constitutional 
Amendment: "Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion . . ." 


Intended not to discourage religion but 


to assure equal religious freedom for all, 
this clause has been held by the courts to 


be the basis for separating Church and 
State. Congress, as an arm of the State, has 
authority to consider just about every known 
topic in its various committees — except 
strictly religious ones. 


Thus the parliamentarians first thought 


the Constitution, itself, would have to be 
amended before Congress could consider 
the resolution. Then the Senate's wise chief 


' parliamentarian, Charles Watkins, reread 


the last line: "Resolved: ... that we hereby 
proclaim our faith in the Word of God and 
thereby perpetuate renewed observance 
Ihroughout the world,, by nations and by 
individuals, of the 10 Commandments." 


The words world and nations caught his 


eye. Since the subject also had to do with 
other nations, Watkins assigned Resolution 
88 to the Foreign Relations Committee. He 
soon got a call back from a startled clerk: 
"Since when did we have jurisdiction over 
the 10 Commandments?" 


That is a question the new Congress will 


have to face. Bridges and Clements will 
rcintroduce (he resolution at the next ses- 
sion. The parliamentarian likely will cross 
his fingers and send it again to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


If no objections are heard from Consti- 


tutional lawyers, the committee probably 
will study and approve it. Then it will be 
sent to the Senate floor for a vote, then to 
Ihc House for concurrence. Congress may 
yet declare formally its faith in God and 
the 10 Commandments.

Our girls, a special Parade forecast shows, hold the key

F THE UNITED STATES is to triumph 
over Russia in the 16th Summer 
Olympics, starting Thursday in 


Melbourne, the deciding factor will be 
our girl athletes. 


If they score enough points to stay 


fairly close to the Russian women — 
thus giving our men only a relatively 
slight handicap to overcome — we're in. 


In 1952 the U.S. girls were soundly 


trounced by Russia's women in the un- 
official point score, 161 to 63. But despite 
the 98-point handicap, our men scored 
enough for a U.S. victory, 614 to 553. 


With the American men as strong as 


in 1952 — or perhaps stronger — most 
experts feel our girls must do only slightly 
better for the U.S. to win. 


Chances are that our girls will do much 


better. If they follow PARADE'S "score- 
board" forecast (above), they'll trail the 
Russian women by only 68 points. Bar- 
ring injuries, the U.S. men should easily 
make up those 68 — with some left over 
— to win the team championship. 


Talk of competition between nations, 


of course, nettles Olympic officials, who 


point out that the modern Olympics were 
set up in 1896 strictly as a contest for 
individuals. 
But, unfortunately, the 


Olympics have been dragged into the 
cold war. Says Avcry Brundage, presi- 
dent of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee: "It is against the Olympic idea 
to throw one nation against another. 


"But we cannot ignore the fact that 


Russia is putting tremendous emphasis 
on the development of its athletes." 


The obvious reason for this sports 


push is to help "sell" the rest of the world 
on Communism as a whole. Willy-nilly, 
the U.S. has been drawn into a two- 
nation test of strength. 


This year we should win it — if our 


girls do as expected. After talking with 
the coaches of our women's teams (we're 
entered in all four sports open to 
women), plus checking the best per- 
formances of foreign athletes, PARADK 
has picked, event by event, the probable 
order of finish for Russian and U.S. girls 
(below). The forecast shows our girls 
doing better in fencing and swimming, 
getting belted in track and gymnastics.

Since fencing has only one event, most 


of the girls' points must come from 
swimming. Led by diver Pat McCormick 
(cover and page 2) and a raft of swim- 
mers, our squad should pick up three 
gold medals, possibly four, and almost 
double our 1952 point total. 


If we don't, our men athletes will face 


another uphill fight; For the other two 
women's sports — gymnastics and track 
— have a total of 15 events (thus a lot 
more potential points). And in both the 
Russians are loaded. Here's a rundown: 


SWIMMING and DIVING —Ours could 
well be the greatest collection of girl 
swimmers and divers ever assembled. 
On top of that, a change in the rules 
probably has dropped an extra 19 points 
into our laps. Until this year the butter- 
fly stroke — similar to the^brcast stroke 
and long an American specialty — has 
been lumped with the breast-stroke race. 
This year it's a separate event and the 
U.S. 
girls entered — Shelley Mann, 


Mary Jane Sears and Nancy Ramey — 
should finish 1,2,3 in that order, 


We'll get at least one place in each 


of the other swim events too, says our 
24-year-old coach, Stan Tinkham of 
Washington, D.C. He expects the Aus- 
tralians to be our toughest competition, 
sees the Russians placing in only two 
events. 


Diving, though, will really be our dish. 


There are two events, a dive from a 9V4 - 
foot springboard and a leap from a 32'/i- 
foot platform. In '52, Pat McCormick 
won both; this year she's again rated a 
double winner. Behind her are four other 
U.S. girls expected to lock up 2nd and 
3rd spots in both events. 


TRACK and FIELD—Though our coaches 
are optimistic, a check of best perform- 
ances around the world during the past 
year indicates we'll do little better than 
our mediocre 1952 showing. Mae Faggs- 
should place in the 100- and 200-meter 
sprints. Mildred McDaniel has a chance 
for 6th in the high jump, as does Mar- 
garet Matthews in the broad jump. 


But the Russians, besides doing well 


in track, figure to run roughshod through 


the field events, particularly the weights. 
The discus champ should be Russia's. 
Nina Ponomareva (if she's not kept 
home because she was fined for shop- 
lifting some'hats in London last sum- 
mer). The shot-put champion also ought 
to be a Russian and the Reds have a fair 
chance of taking another gold medal in 
the javelin throw. 


Our weight throwers, with one excep- 


tion, will be out of it. Javelin (linger 
Karen Anderson actually has a chance 
to win — but more likely will come in 
3rd. Another possible U.S. point scorer 
is Mrs. Earlene Brown, a young house- 
wife who had never even thrown a shot 
put until this year. She recently broke 
the U.S. record with a 46'9'A" heave 
(just 6W off the world mark). 


FENCING.— Olympic girl fencers com- 
pete only with foils (a sword with a but- 
ton on the end). Our team captain, Jose 
deCapriles, thinks either Mrs. Maxine 
Mitchell or Mrs. Janice-Lee Romary 
could win; but they're more likely to be 
3rd and 5th. The Russian girls, says 


deCapriles, have so far shown little fenc- 
ing skill.

GYMNASTICS —Here the US. outlook 
is grim. In the 1952 Olympics we were 
shut out without a point., This year Mrs. 
Sandra Ruddick should score at least 1 
— but the Russians ought to hit some- 
thing over 80. 


Why? The answer is an ironic one. 


Since the last century, U.S. gymnasts 
have followed the lead of Europeans, 
stressing feats of strength. But in the 
past decade, the Europeans — led by 
the Russians and Scandinavians — have 
switched to a style that emphasizes grace 
instead (above). Since the U.S. doesn't 
yet have experienced teachers of this 
new style, we've been left behind. 


AH in all, however, our girl Olympians 


will reflect credit on America's, physical, 
fitness. And, barring injuries to pur men 
and the collapse of either our girl swim- 
mers or Mrs. McCormick, U.S. women 
athletes can be the straws to break the 
back 'of the Russian bear in his bid for 
domination of world sports.

NTIL 18 months ago, successful young 


businessman Victor Muscat would 
rise each morning around dawn, rush 


through breakfast, then race to catch a train 
for the 40-mile ride from here to his New- 
York City office. At 5 o'clock, or later, he'd 
race out of his office and tear for a train, usu- 
ally getting home ahout the time his wife was 
aiming their three children toward bed. 


"It was getting so I saw more of the train 


conductor 
than of my own kids." says 


Muscat. So one day, abruptly and without 
much thinking about it, he moved his office 
from Manhattan to his home. In the summer 
he now works beside — and even in — his 
swimming pool; in the winter he directs his 
million-dollar business from his rumpus 
room. 


At 37, he's president of several companies 


(inherited from his father). They make 
metal objects ranging from toothpaste lubes 
to furniture. Last year they grossed $18 mil- 
lion, a higher figure than when he ran them 
from a regular office. . 


"Four hours of work at home," says 


Muscat, "arc worth about seven at the office.

businessman shows how it's done 


For one 'thing, I don't waste time chatting 
with people who just happen to drop by; 
Greenwich is far enough from New York so 
that when people come up to see me, they 
mean business. Also I save two hours of 
commuting. And I don't have to sit through 
business lunches where the eating takes 90 
minutes and the business ]0. 


"Then, of course, I don't have to squeeze 


myself into suit, collar and tie each morning. 
I can lounge around in slacks, an old shirt 
and sneakers. I've concluded some very 
profitable business deals wearing a watch and 
swimming trunks." 


Muscat does the bulk of his business by 


phone. His pool phone has two direct lines 
to New York (so customers can phone him 
without paying a long-distance charge), plus 
four extensions. In the winter he moves the 
phone into the basement rumpus room, 
where he conducts business among furnish- 
ings that include a bar and a TV set. 


Some of his friends accuse Muscat of being 


an escapist. "Nothing of the kind." he re- 
plies. "1 just got out of the office habit, which 
a lot of other men also would profit by doing. 
I adapted my life to my family — not to my 
office." 


Temptations do beset the businessman 


working at home, Muscat admits. There is a 
tendency to switch on the TV in the after- 
noon, to take a snooze on a couch after lunch, 
to go for a lazy swim in the pool on a hot 
day. But even when an executive succumbs 
to such temptations, claims Muscat, he 
wastes far less time than he would in office 
rigmarole. 


Just as enthusiastic about Muscat's ramble 


from office to home is his wife, a red-haired 
ex-showgirl nicknamed "Happy" by her 
friends. "Victor would come home from the 
city tired and hot." she recalls. "Sometimes, 
if he worked late, the kids would be in bed 
and he wouldn't see them at all. Now, even 
if he has to work late, he can tuck the chil- 
dren into bed and go back to his telephone."

ALL YEAR LONG he works in casual attire. 
Though cluttered desk shows how busy he is, 
Muscat makes sure he gets the time to relax. 


Mrs. Muscat may well qualify as the hard- 


est-working wife of a tycoon in America 
today. Although they obviously could afford 
it, the Muscats employ neither a maid nor a 
cook (though they do have a governess to 
care for the children). Muscat has a theory 
— one of many such revolutionary ideas — 
that domestic employes just .get in the way. 


His favorite theory concerns how to relax. 


"Most people," he says, "don't know how to 
rest. They chase around after a tennis ball or 
knock themselves out trying to remember 
who played what card in what trick. Or else

they sit in the hot sun trying to catch a fish 
they'll then have to clean. There's only one 
way to relax and that's to sit down, prefer- 
ably on something soft, and have a drink put 
in your hand by a pretty wife." 


Occasionally, Muscat will stir himself to 


the extent of paddling idly around his pool. 
And sometimes, to pop the eyes of friends 
who doubt a business can be run from a pool, 
he'playfully launches his "floating desk," 
complete with waterproof phone and water- 
resistant pad. 


Somewhat shamefacedly, Muscat admits 


to a fancy for golf — but no more than three 
holes, instead of the usual 18. In typical 
Muscat fashion of making the mountain 
come to Mahomet, he had a golf course built 
on his estate last summer.

Catholic opposition to mixed 
marriages is often misunderstood

From long experience, the 


Church knows that the 'perman- 
ence and the harmony of family 
life are often jeopardized by mixed 
marriages, and, because of the re- 
ligious division, the children often 
grow up in an atmosphere of re- 
ligious indifference. This does not 
mean that the Church regards 
non-Catholics as unworthy or.in- 
ferior. It is, simply, a matter of the 
church's concern for the religious 
life of the Catholic in a family 
which is divided from the start 
on one of the most vital questions 
demanding unity. 


It is for this reason that the 


church recommends the marriage 
of Catholics to Catholics, and im- 
poses serious obligations where a 
Catholic and a non-Catholic wish 
to be married in the Church. 
These obligations often cause re- 
sentment upon the part of those 
who do rvot understand the tea-: 
sons for them. 


Catholics believe that marriage 


is a holy and indissoluble union— 
a Sacrament instituted by Christ. 
If a Catholic elects to marry a 
non-Catholic, the obligation still 
remains to have the marriage wit- 
nessed by a Catholic priest. This 
does not require the non-Catholic 
to become a Catholic, but it does 
require the signing of an agree-

mem to refrain from interfering 
with the religious life of the 
Catholic partner, and to raise and 
educate any children in the Catho- 
lic Faith. 


The signing of this agreement 


is, moreover, only the first require- 
ment before the Church will dis- 
pense from the law forbidding 
mixed marriages. The non-Catho- 
lic party to the marriage is also 
required to take at least six hours' 
instruction in the Catholic reli- 
gion so as to know what is in- 
volved in marrying a Catholic. 
Above all, the Church requires 
moral certainty that the union 
will be a lasting and happy one. 


While some may call this at- 


titude of the Church dictatorial, 
thoughtful and responsible non- 
Catholic religious leaders take the 
same dim view of mixed marri- 
ages. They know from experience 
that such unions all too often 
create a disasterous disunity of 
family life.

Our forgotten

—who are they? 


PART II 


by ROBERT P. GOLDMAN and SID ROSS 


A gentle, white-haired woman greeted a 
PARADE reporter at the Milwaukee County 
Asylum: "Good evening, sir. My name is 
Mrs. James L. This is my home. Won't you 
sit and talk to me?" 


Pointing to beds in the crowded ward, Mrs. 


L. declared, "I'm so much better off than 
many of these other ladies. But it does gel 
rather monotonous for an alert person like 
me to lie here all day long . . ." 


That woman, keen, aware, clear-eyed, 


could have been released from the Asylum 
years ago. But she's still a patient; there's no 
place else for her to go. 


Mrs. L. is one of thousands of forgotten 


or "lost" mental patients who are hospitalized 
in the U.S. today — but shouldn't be. 


PARADE got their story first-hand from doc- 


tors, nurses, administrators and patients 
themselves in several states. It adds up to two 
glaring facts: There are at least 60,000 "men- 
tal DP's" — patients who don't belong in 
mental hospitals because they are improved 
sufficiently for release, or should not have 
been committed in the first place. Meanwhile, 
our mental hospitals are trapped between ris- 
ing demands and shockingly inadequate facil- 
ities to (real and release patients. 


The aging, like Mrs. L., represent one of 


the biggest dilemmas facing theliospitals. Be- 
tween 30 and 40 per cent of our 675,000 
mental patients are past middle age. Yet ex- 
perts-say that up to 50 per cent of this group 
do not belong in menial hospitals. 


Why are they in? Inadequate nursing 


homes, family rejection, lack of local facili- 
ties. People are living longer, but are offered 
too little, too late in mental-health care. 


Let the experts speak for themselves: 
Wisconsin: "Mental hospitals represent the 


end of the road for many aged persons who 
shouldn't be in from the beginning." 


Arizona: "A minimum of 15 per cent of 


the aged in our mental hospital could be re- 
leased tomorrow." 


Illinois: "Up to 40 per cent of the hospital- 


ized aged belong in other facilities — or at 
home." 


New York City: "Too many aged are be- 


ing rushed to mental hospitals. We feel the 
majority do not require commitment." 


Texas: "Nobody wants them. They're sup- 


posed to be here a few weeks or months, but 
actually, they're here until they die . . ." 


Desperately short of staff and funds, many 


mental hospitals are turning into glorified old- 
age homes. In some, patients lie helpless like 
babies in cribs waiting for the end to come.

The tragedy of the aging: 


patients hospitalized 'by default' 


RECREATION TIME at Central State Hospital (Wis.) 
finds criminally insane patients pitching horse- 
shoes, playing ball. This group requires intensive 
treatment which many hospitals cannot provide. 


Meanwhile, there is much to be learned about 
treatment of the aged — and much disagree- 
ment among experts on how to proceed. 
,. 


In Illinois, for example, doctors told 


PARADE: "Only about 50 per cent of the aged 
admitted to mental hospitals are ''rue' psy- 
chotics. The rest have mental illnesses that 
are not as severe. They do not require hos- 
pitalization. They belong in regular hospitals 
or nursing homes. They, are placed in mental 
hospitals only by default of society." 


On the other hand, listen to Dr. Paul H. 


Hoch, commissioner of the New York Slate 
Department of Mental Hygiene (New York. 
Connecticut and California are said to be 
among the best states in menial-health care): 


"Statements have been made that mental 


hospitals are admitting patients who are not 
mentally sick^ but who have nowhere to go 
and therefore go to the mental hospital. As 
far as we have .been able to ascertain, this has 
not occurred. 


"Today, there are patients admitted who 


show memory impairment, .confusion, dis- 
orientation and many of the signs of senile 
mental involvement. 


"Nevertheless, many of these patients are 


harmless, and with proper supervision could 
be cared for outside of an institution." 


Dr. Hoch, however, is opposed to sending 


aged persons who need psychiatric super- 
vision out of the hospital to receive custodial 
care only. He concludes: "To what extent 
myriad mentally or emotionally sick aged 
persons can be treated in nursing homes, in 
general hospitals, in geriatric clinics . . . will 
have to be studied." 


Thus, hot debate in the mental-health 


field contirfues about 1) how many patients 
could be cared for "on the outside" and 2) 
what constitutes ideal outside facilities. 


Aside from the debate, thisMnuch is clear: 


There are old people in hospitals today who 
do not belong there. 


California estimates that the number is one 


in three. A Cleveland study indicates that the 
number may be slightly greater. Illinois 
claims it may be one in two. Massachusetts 
says it could place 300 aged disturbed pa- 
tients a year in facilities other than menial 
hospitals. (That state and some others arc 
setting up special geriatric facilities.) Con- 
necticut and Virginia say aged "mental DPs" 
comprise only a small percentage of overall 
patient loads. 


In any case, the aged are just one of many 


"lost" groups in our mental hospitals. Among 
the others who don't belong arc alcoholics, 
epileptics — and mentally retarded patients. 


ROCKING in single file, patients in a Milwaukee hospital make a depressing but 
typical picture Because of staff shortages, many patients spend days just sitting. 


Despite the fact that many states have spe- 


cial facilities for the menially retarded, an 
estimated 40,000 or more of these persons are 
patients in stale mental hospilals. 


Here again, hospital authorities pull no 


punches. Says one: 'Schools and homes for 
the mentally retarded are terribly over- 
crowded. So many spill over to the hospital. 
We cannot provide them the special training 
which might result in release." 


Sometimes retarded persons arc said to he 


psychotic (suffering from a serious mental 
ailment) —anil ilius are sent to mental hos- 
pitals. Many doctors label this as one of the 
"big lies" of institutional buck-passing. 


Says one at Terrell State Hospital, near 


Fl. Worth: "They don't belong here. We can- 
not do much for them. We write the family, 


but get no response. Sometimes, these poor 
people are in here for life." 


And from another hospital: "We give them 


the best we'can, but it's haphazard. Usually, 
we wind up giving these patients work assign- 
ments— the lawn, the garden, the farm, the 
laundry . . ." 


PARADI; found many hospitals in which the 


mentally retarded are used as workers — for 
no pay or "insult" wages of 50c a week. But, 
says Dr. John T. Petersik of Winnebago State 
Hospital (Wis.) in a typical comment: "I am 
not going to delude myself that as it stands, 
work is therapy for the patient. Therapeutic 
benefit occurs by accident — if at all. It 
doesn't even make sense from a dollars and 
cents standpoint. Most patient labor is un- 
economic."

ment has stepped up the discharge rale mark- 
edly. Exrpalients who have been educated to 
their capacity — fourth-grade level or higher 
— can live near-normal lives on the outside 
and even hold down jobs. 


Still the Colony and many .comparable 


institutions arc terribly short-staffed. They 
have tasted success of treatment, yet cannot 
broaden that success. Says SWC superintend- 
ent John Garstccki flatly: "We're not even 
approaching the job we should be doing."

"What a terrible waste of human life to

Often, parents want their children home as 


soon as possible. But not always. As an ex- 
ample of the depths to which parental cal- 
lousness can plummet, one doctor tells this 
story: 


A 12-year-old was ready for a short home 


leave when his mother called the hospital. 
"Doctor." she asked, "could you keep Billy 
there for a few more days? We're having 
company over the week end."

Our counties and states battle 


about'dumping' —of human beings 


Mental-hospital stays — especially for the 


aged — at times are prolonged by behind- 
Ihe-scenes 
battles 
between 
communities, 


counties and states. Typically, state hospitals 
claim county homes refuse to admit patients 
who do not belong in state facilities; county 
officials claim state hospitals "dump" patients 
on their already crowded institutions. Re- 
sult: Patients are'pushed back and forth — 
or remain in state hospitals. 


In California, state hospitals have fought 


for years what they call "county unloading" 
of aged patients. But the war goes on virtual- 
ly coast-to-coast. 


PARADE ran typical county-state battlelines 


in Posey County, Indiana. There an out- 
spoken judge, Francis E. Knowles, tells.of 
a patient who could have been released from 
a state hospital in September, 1955, to a 
county infirmary. He said county officials ob- 
ject to the transfer because, they claim, the 
former mental patient might disturb fellow 
infirmary patients. In addition, the judge said, 
county officials say such transfers will cost 
taxpayers more money. 


"I've tried to appeal to them on a humane 


basis," says Judge Knowles, "but it hasn't 
made any impression. When people become 
mentally sick, local authorities want to put 
them away and forget about them." 


Adds Dr. Milton H. Anderson, superin- 


tendent of Evansville State Hospital, which 


receives Posey County patients: "I may get 
my head knocked off for this, b u t . . . 


"It does not cost the county money when 


the patient is in a state hospital. They know- 
it and they know we can't do much about it. 


"The county homes are run by small-town 


politicians anxious to save their community 
a buck. We try to convince the counties that 
it costs Item more in the long run in state 
taxes to keep these patients here. 


"We almost have to trade patients. We tell 


them we won't take any more of theirs unless 
they take back some of ours." 


In all this, who wins? Certainly not the 


patients who shouldn't be in at all. 
• 


SUMMING UP the county-state dispute in his 
area over mental patients, Judge Francis E.

TEEN-AGE TOPICS 


Boys and girls in their pre-teens often 
write me letters. Here are some of the 
recent ones: 


Q. If a boy walks you home and you 
haven't been on a date with him, should 
you invite him in? How would you enter- 
tain him?

In a small town, where 
there are neighbors adjacent who could 
be told that such a girl was alone, this 
might be possible, too. But if you live in 
an isolated spot and have no older 
brothers and sisters in the house, your 
parents are wise in giving you this pro- 
tection that a boy of the same age would 
not need. 


Q. I am 12 years old. My best girl friend 


is coming to spend a few days with me. 
I, of course, want to show her a good 
time. My boy friend and I go to the show 
every Friday. When she is here, would it 
be all right to have him get a date for 
her? How should I go about asking him? 
Also, do you think this is too young to 
date? - D.I., Little Rock, Ark. 
A. First of all, it is very young to date 
at night. The parents of your friend may 
not approve of her dating unless you 
change your arrangements and go to an 
afternoon show on Saturday or Sunday, 
or, if you are accompanied by an adult, 


on Friday night. Bearing all this in mind, 
if you do ask your boy friend to get an- 
other boy, merely state the circumstances 
simply. 


Q. I am a girl of 11. I have a sister, 13. 
When she does something wrong, I al- 
ways get the punishment. She is always 
tormenting me. What can I do about this? 
-J.H., Godfrey, III. 
A. All sisters have these problems and 
they are something you will have to 
work out between yourselves. The situ- 
ation may improve once you enter the 
teens. 


Q. When a girl has a date with a boy, 
who should suggest they leave for their 
date after he has talked with her parents? 
- J.A., Fort Worth, Tex. 
A. It is always the girl who makes the 
first move to leave. A boy must never 
seem anxious to leave the family of the 
girl he is escorting unless there is some 
valid reason for his rushing off.

let's Be Realistic

AT THE VERY MOMENT you are reading this 
•**• article, how prepared are you i'or an emergency? 
Suppose right now an earthquake occurred — or a 
bomb exploded 30 miles away — what would you do? 
Do you have an adequate food and water supply on 
hand? 
Would you (housewives included) be able to 


turn off the main gas valve for your house? Could 
you find a flashlight in the pitch-black of night, and 
would it work? Do you have m e d i c i n e for that 
asthmatic youngster, in case he developed a sudden 
attack in the midst of confusion? 
In short, are you 


prepared for the worst in case it should happen sud- 
denly? 


Actually, the need for preparedness is a vital one 


which exists every moment of every day, and one 
which requires the full support and consideration of 
every adult, regardless1 of age or position. As one 
woman who had lived through the last war in Lon- 
don said: 


"We were asleep because we said, 'It can't happen 


here.' Heaven help the people in America if they are 
asleep, too." 


AS EVERYONE KNOWS (or should know), the 
•** Long Beach-Los Angeles area could be a prime 
target for destruction. A calm and relaxed attitude 
on the part of local residents could result in panic and 
chaos in the event of an emergency. People who lived 
in Long Beach when the 1933 earthquake shook the 
city from its foundations will remember the distress 
and confusion suffered by those who were routed 
temporarily from their comfortable homes. 


We can and should do something about Civil De- 


fense (which, of course, means preparation for other 
emergencies such as earthquakes, fires and floods as 
Veil as hydrogen bombs) by giving the subject a lot 
Cl thought and a little effort. The average housewife 
2an easily provide for the material needs of her fam- 
ily at such a time. And with these physical needs 
taken care of, many psychological problems will be 
eliminated also. Here are some specifics: 


1—FAMILY ROUND-TABLE DISCUSSION — At 


the earliest possible time have a family round-table 
discussion about emergencies. Point out that while 
we don't look for things to happen, they can and often 
do occur when we least expect them. If the discus- 
sion is presented in a matter-of-fact way, the chil- 
dren will accept the possibility of an emergency as 
part of daily living, just as they accept air-raid and 
fire drills at school and treat them as a matter of 
course. 


2—KNOW YOUIt HOME — Right now. today, look 


at each utility valve. Find out if you would need a 
special wrench to turn off the gas and water. Learn 
how to reset the electric circuit breaker or replace a 
fuse in the dark. Know how to make use of the wa- 
ter in the water heater for drinking purposes. 


5—BASIC EQUIPMENT FOK EMERGENCIES — 


Keep basic equipment for emergencies in one place, 
and keep it there at all times. This should include a 
flashlight with reserve batteries; medicine, including 
any special prescription needed by a certain member 
of the family; first-aid supplies for minor cuts and 
scratches, and the most recent pamphlets obtainable 
from Civil Defense headquarters for quick reference. 
A portable or battery-operated radio and a small 
camp-type gasoline stove are highly desirable to have 
on hand. 


4 
FOOD AND WATER SUPPLY — Check your 


fowl and water supply. Have an adequate food and 
water supply on hand at all times. Every family 
should have a survival food kit in the home where it 
will be readily accessible in case of evacuation. 
It 


shoulii be remembered that these .survival food kits 
are desiuned for basic menu needs, and would, of 
course, be supplemented with other food on hand in 
case of emergency. 


Many families make a practice of oncc-a-week 


shopping at She market, and thus, at the end of the 
week, the kitchen shelves are nearly bare twjth the 
exception of staples>. It would be an excellent idea 
to buy for 10 'Jays iiislf.id ol a week, and k-;«"j> in 
reserve the extra three-days" supply of food. This re- 
serve csn be built up gradually it -at *GR#h jwirkeliiwj- 
timc, an extra can of lufta" or "beans u added to "ther

keting, thus gradually building up a reserve supply of staples for emergencies. 


shopping list. The reserve will not stay built up if, 
when company comes and a minor emergency arises, 
the extra can of tuna is used and not replaced. A 
well-stocked pantry shelf plus a survival food kit 
will ensure adequate menus — a "must" for any 
emergency. 


As many gallons of bottled water as'can be con- 


veniently stored away should be kept with the re- 
serve food supply. Because of possible breakage, half- 
gallon bottles are desirable. 
The importance of ex- 


tra water cannot be over-emphasized, as parents of 
small children especially will understand. 


It's a good idea to keep a small stock of hard 


candy and gum on hand for between-meal snacks — 
and moral uplift. And those who smoke should by all 
means keep an unused and unopened carton of cig- 
arettes for the time when they cannot run to the 
drug store. 


5—CAKE OF PETS — The care of pets in time of 


an emergency is an important issue to be considered. 


Those who own animals owe it both to the animals 
and themselves to keep extra cans of pet food stored 
away. 
A crazed, half-starved animal roaming the 


streets in search of food would be a menace to the 
community as a whole. It is the responsibility of pet 
owners to take care of the animals' physical needs 
during an emergency, in the same way that it is ex- 
pected at other times. 


THOSE WHO FEEL and act realistic about civil 


defense emergencies should encourage their neighbors 
to do likewise. Civil Defense authorities would have 
almost more work than they could handle at the ac- 
tual time of an emergency. Their heavy load can be 
lightened if each householder does his part in home 
preparation. The time to prepare for an emergency 
is when no emergency exists, in the same way that 
an insurance policy is taken out before an accident 
occurs. 
For those who ha% 
re a realistic and wide- 


awake outlook of their own and their families' future, 
that time is NOW!

mile training flight from Los Alamitos Naval Air Station to Miami, 
Fla.; Coco Solo, Panama Canal Zone; San Juan, Puerto Rico, and 
return. This is Ms story of that flight J

, PBTHE BIG NAVY four-engine transport plane rolled down the run- 
* way at Los Alamitos Naval Air Station and took off into the 
night 


The lights of Long Beach fcl! astern as the pilot set his course 


for Miami, first leg of a flight to the nation's outposts in the 
Caribbean. 


Aboard the plane were members of VR771, a Naval Reserve air 


transport squadron based at Los Alamitos, participating in their 
annual two-week training period. 


They were simulating the squadron's war mission—to deliver 


supplies or personnel to scattered points throughout the world. 


In this role, the squadron during the two weeks traveled 61.272 


miles in three R5Ds (the Navy designation for the Douglas DC4), 
making two flights to the Caribbean, three to Honolulu, two to New 
York, one to Washington, five to Phoenix and two to Alameda. 


THE SQUADRON'S PILOTS averaged 86.5 hours of flying 


time in the two weeks—more than the average for airline pilots in 
a month. 


The plane commander for this Caribbean flight was Lt. Cmdr. 


Robert H. Hippe, 2661 Crestview Dr., Newport Beach, a partner 
in the architectural firm of Ramberg, Hippe and Lowrey, Santa Ana. 


Lt. Cmdr. William J. McGillivray, Westwood, a pilot for Trans 


American Airlines, was -navigator. He supervised navigational train- 
ing on the flight. 


Co-pilots were Lt. Cmdr. Gerald B. Wilson, Altadena, assistant 


superintendent of building for the City of Pasadena, and Lt. Cmdr. 
Levi Bowman Brookshire, Westchester, a designer for Northrop 
Aircraft. 


Crewmen were ADI Douglas A. Wignall, 5750 Scrivener St.; 


ATI Clarence E. Doxstater, 9752 Russell St., Garden Grove, and 
ADI Ehvood W. Milson, all Naval Reserve stationkeepers at Los 
Alamitos NAS; ADI Lee Joseph Braem, San Bernardino, an aircratf 
inspector at Norton Air Force Base; ADI Clarence A. Poulson, 
Phoenix, ad room foreman for the Phoenix Gazette and Arizona 
Republic; AD2 Charles E. Joiner, Palm City, a journeyman aviation 
machinist at the Naval Air Station, North Island, San Diego, and 
AA Jerry D. Stark, San Biego, a jig and fixture builder for Convair. 


JOC LEWIS B. REED, Temple City, of Wing Staff 77, and a 


power sales engineer for the Los Angeles Dept. of Water and Power, 
co-ordinated news coverage on the trip. 


The plane flew airways to Galveston, then headed across the 


Gulf of Mexico on the flight to Miami. The pilots had ample oppor- 
tunity to brush up on celestial navigation on the long overwater hop. 


The group landed at the Marine Corps Air Station, Miami, at 


10:50 a. m. Tuesday after a nonstop flight of 13 hours. After ar- 
ranging for refueling and servicing of the plane, squadron members 
enjoyed a little relaxation at Miami Beach, noted for its miles of 
plush hotels and assorted night clubs. 


THE PARTY DEPARTED Miami at 9:10 a. m. Wednesday for 


the Naval Air Station, Coco Solo, Panama Canal Zone. In a short 
time the plane passed over Cuba, then was over water until Pt. San 
Bias was sighted, northeast of the Panama Canal. The plane flew 
in over dense, humid jungles and landed at Coco Solo at 3:40 p. m. 


The landing strip at Coco Solo has been hewed out of the jun- 


gles. At the far end, a taxi strip led to the Naval Air Station. As 
the plane taxied along, .it appeared that the trees nearly touched 
the wingtips on either side. Near the station, the strip crossed the 
highway. A police officer and traffic signals held back the cars 
while the plane passed. 


The officers and crew took advantage of the variety of exotic 


Items offered in the ship's sen-ice at The base, then headed for the 
port of Colon, a few miles distant at the Caribbean side <vi the 
Panama Canal.

Honeybees Crown a New Queen 


(The author is a noted wild- 


life 
and 
time-lapse 
photog- 


rapher 
u-ho has contributed 


many fascinating scenes of 
animal and plant life to Walt 
Disney's nature films, fie lias 
spent years in close camera 
study of bees, and here tells of 
his adventure in filming the bee 
sequence on wilderness location 
for "Secrets of Life." His home 
is in Garden Grove.)

mMY MOST exciting adven- 


ture as a wildlife pho- 


tographer was not in the realm 
of big savage beasts but in the 
separate world of the insects— 
among the wild bee colonies of 
the California foothill country. 


It was not only the most fas- 


cinating, but one of the most 
difficult and dangerous as well. 


My assignment for Walt Dis- 


ney's most searching nature pic- 
ture, "Secrets of Life," can be 
as deadly as a rattlesnake. The 
honey bee can sting a man 
quickly to death. 


It was with caution that I 


approached 
these disarmingly 


beautiful 
creatures 
on t h e 


strangest of all motion picture 
locations. 


I SET UP my camera in an 


aged oak within a couple of 
yards of a very populous bee 
castle in the hooded hollow cf 
a tree. One afternoon I noticed 
a sudden strange 
commotion 


about the entrance of the hive. 


A regal looking creature, gold- 


en and glistening, had emerged 
from the castle port and paused 
there in the sunlight. At once 
hundreds of little workers be- 
gan gathering about her with 
folded wings as if awaiting some 
signal. I knew I was about to 
witness one of the supreme and 
ceremonious events of apian so- 
ciety—the change of reigning 
queens in the dynastic succes- 
sions of a million years. 


Inside a young princess would 


be ascending the throne. On the 
threshold, the old matriarch, 
surrounded by her loyal retain- 
ers, was taking her peaceable 
and ordained departure. 


IN" A MOMENT they rose in 


a great golden swarm, following 
their queen to some new home 
the s c o u t s had indicated. 


Through my "head mask" I 
heard the hum of their myriad 
wings. 


Carefully, I opened a section 


of the hive to expose the in- 
terior for my'spying rnovie cam- 
eras and waited for the inevita- 
ble attack upon my armor-clad 
person to subside. I had inter- 
rupted the violent procedure by 
which the new queen would es- 
tablish her reign. 
The deadly 


business had not yet been com- 
pleted. 


The regal succession is deter- 


•mined by duel—by battle royal. 


The ensuing battle was wit- 


nessed by my close range cam- 
era with the magnifying lens. 


From special 
cells in the 


waxen compartments four new- 
born candidates for the throne 
emerged in as many minutes. 
An instinctive rage, a blind 
jealous hatred for their princess 
sisters was born with them. 


THEY PAIRED OFF in grap- 


pling duels, their lethal stilettos 
probing and stabbing for the 
death thrust. One after another 
they lost their brief lives until 
only the two finalists were left. 
These then closed in the last 
furious 
embrace, 
w i t h 
one 


groggy survivor entitled to the 
crown. 


. Apian society is a matriarch- 
ate. Every instinct and act is 
shaped to the benefit of the 
pampered queen who is the pre- 
server and propagator of her 
race. She is a prodigious egg 
layer, incredibly fecund 
from 


one impregnation. The only sexed 
.female -of the hive, she is the 
mother of swarming generations 
until in turn displaced by a 
new monarch. 


^ 
The queen bee is the product 


of 
one 
of 
nature's chemical 


marvels—the transformation of 
a neuter embryo into-a highly 
potent female by specially ad- 
ministered vitamins known as 
royal jelly. This is a mystery to 
laboratory scientists. 


AS SOOX AS the Surviving 


princess has recovered from the 
•wounds of battle, she prepares 
for her wedding flight. 


The one-time marriage of the 


queen bee is an irresistible com- 
pulsion.. Waiting for the event, 
and sensing the titne, a group 
of drones or sexed males, pre- 
sent themselves as competitive 
mates. One of them, the boldest 


and the swiftest, will become 
the actual bridegroom. His con- 
quest will cost him his life. 


The camera watches the young 


queen and her courtiers take off 
in the fateful flight. No man has 
seen the actual moment of mat- 
ing. 
But within the hour the 


impregnated matron returns to 
the hive and her paramour will 
have fallen from the high ren- 
dezvous. 


From this time on the queen 


will be a captive in her own cas- 
tle, endlessly depositing eggs in 
the nursery cells. 


The drones who have returned 


in chagrined defeat 
from the 


amorous chase now face a cni- 
cial day. 


FROM BIRTH THESE dan- 


dies have been petted and pam- 
pered by attentive workers and 
hive nurses. They do not work, 
merely eat and loll 
at 
ease, 


preening themselves. 
But now 


they are no longer needed, even 
as standby paramours. 


Inglorious, they are cast from 


the castle in the oak, to perish 
of hunger and neglect. 


Bees are especially suscepti- 


ble and sensitive to smells. 
Odors 
guide 
them 
to 
their 


sources of food supply. Nectars 
seduce them to the heart of 
flowers where they help per- 
form the germinating rite that 
supplies the precious pollen for 
bee bread. Odors identify friend 
from enemy. 


Even the human breath will 


excite and antagonize them. In 
working close to a bee colony, 
wild or domestic, I 
always 


sprinkle .myself with floral per- 
fume and disguise my breath. 


A DEFENSIVE creature, not 


a belligerent warrior, given to 
minding its own business, the 
honey bee has needed its potent 
venom .to survive down the long 
ages 
of 
animal competition. 


Slow to anger, 
its 
fury, once 


aroused by peril to his hive and 
the precious queen, is matched 
by few living things. Their at- 
tack is suicidal, for the very 
act of stinging eviscerates them. 


I have discovered by painful 


experience that it takes from 20 
to 30 successive stings during 
an interval of several weeks to 
become immunized. 
Half that 


many stinging in a brief period 
can cause serious illness and 
might prove fatal in some cases.

secrecy,

secrets. 


IN" THE SECOND quarter of 


the 1900s, the "hand that rocks 
the cradle" moved in. Several 


women were called upon to head

please the general public. At

mTAVY SECRETARY Charles 


S. Thomas announced recent- 


ly that "careful consideration" is 
being given the proposal to name 
an atomic-powered cruiser for 
Long Beach. 


That turned back memories to 


the night—yes, night, it was 
wartime, if you remember!—of 
May 5,1933, when the USS Long 
Beach, a frigate, was launched 
in the Wilmington yard of the 
Consolidated Steel Corp. 


What became of that doughty 


ship, named for Long Beach, 
home port of the Pacific fleet? 


Toughness must have been 


built into the frigate's 
steel 


plates for within a brief time 
after her shakedown cruise, she 
started to gather battle stars. 


Manned by a Coast Guard 


crew of youngsters, the ship was 
rushed across the Pacific to 
join Adm. Halsey's famous 7th 
Fleet. 
./ 
Sleek and fast, the. frigate 


slugged at the Japs with her 3- 
inch and 50-caliber guns. She'd 
knife in near the shore and sup- 
port LCI's as they rammed onto 
the 
terrible beaches of the 


South Pacific, 


Her machine guns covered 


troops as they fought for their 
slender beachheads among the 
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Admiralty Islands and in the 
Bismarck Archipelago. 


A FIRST BATTLE star was 


won for those operations. 


The frigate was in the spear- 


head of the surprise landing at 
Hollandia, in New Guinea, and 
won another battle star. 


Came August 1944. The USS 


Long Beach really grappled with 
the-foe.

They re-embarked 
aboard the frigate as she cov- 
ered them with her blazing, 
guns. Mission accomplished. 


In September 1944, the ship

pines, at the Leyte landing 
operations, in November, she 


• won her third battle star. 


New Year's Day 1945, found 


the frigate homeward bound. 
She sailed to Boston, via the 
Canal Zone and was drydocked 
for overhaul. 


RECONDITIONED and with 


new war paint, the frigate re- 
turned to the Pacific, arriving in 
Seattle, in April. 


She proceeded on to the Aleu- 


tians and was-turned over to the 
Russian Navy along with 100 
other naval vessels. 


Only July 21. the frigate 


reached Petropavlovsk, Siberia. 
The next month, the Soviet 
Union declared war on Japan. 


With the Hammer and Sickle

Among San Jose's bet- 
ter hotels are the Gran Hotel 
Costa Rice, the Grand Hotel Eu- 
ropa and the O r i e n t a l , with 
rates averaging $5.50 to $8 sin- 
gle, $9 to $12.50 double without 
meals.

available, among them a ranch- 
type hostelry in a mountain cof- 
fee plantation.

yellow. The female is chiefly 
distinguished from the male by 
her shorter tail. Also, the--male 
has a line of air sacs on the 
side of his neck, which he in- 
flates during courting season 
while strutting around in grand 
style to attract females. While 
sucking the air in and out of the 
sacs, he makes a noise very 
much like a leaking pump. 


THEY PRODUCE ONLY one

much smaller number. The egg» 
are heavily colored, greenish 
gray or olive buff, dotted and 
spotted with dark brown: While 
nesting, the hen hides from the 
cock in a slight ground depres- 
sion, which is usually canopied 
with sagebrush and which may 
or may not be lined with twigs 
and sage leaves. 


The brood is hatched in April 


or May, and thereafter moves 
in a covey with the mother and 
remains under her protection 
until late autumn, when sev- 
eral small coveys will unite to 
form a pack. Only then do the 
males rejoin the flock, which is 
non-migratory and only mildly 
nomadic, preferring familiar ter- 
rain and waterholes. All winter 
they shun the more exposed 
flatlands, and retire to the shel- 
ter of heavily wooded- valleys.

A FEW YEARS AGO a two- 
•^™- story residence was built 
for Mr. and Mrs. Walter Craw- 
ford at the corner of Redondo 
Ave. and O c e a n Blvd. that 
caught 
the i n t e r e s t and 


pleased the fancy of passing 
motorists. The builders utilized 
Ojai fieldstone— vast amounts 
of it—to face the exterior up 
to the second story roofline. 


Thousands of tourists and 


natives alike, driving along the 
ocean 
bluff, have had their 


imaginations captured by this 
outstanding house and t h e i r 
curiosity sparked with wonder 
as to what it must be Like in- 
side. 


The Crawford home relies on 


an enormity of windows and 
the flattering effects of tropical 
planting to open up and soften 
the lines of the structure. Thus, 
it avoids—completely and hap- 
pily—the ponderous "stockade" 
quality that so often goes with 
stone structure. 


A SMALL, GATE opens to a 


walkway bordered on the left 
by an abundance of heavy- 
foliaged tropicals that, in turn, 
are edged by a low wall of Ojai 
fieldstone.

The front door opens, not to 


an entry hall per se, but into 
an alcove that is part of the 
living room. From the front 
door one sees the 
majestic 


sweep of a mahogany paneled 
staircase that is, without doubt, 
the most outstanding feature cf 
the interior. The s t a i r c a s e 
s p i r a l s up in a gentle curve, 
with a solid

San Juan, capital of the Com- 


monwealth of Puerto Rico, is 
one of the oldest cities in the 
Western Hemisphere. Old San 
Juan was settled in 1523 after 
being moved from the original 
site across the bay in Caoarra 
where it was founded in 1508. 


THE SUBURB of Santurce, 


just across the channel, in the 
past two decades grew to meet 
the town of Rio Piedras, 7% 
miles away. San Juan incor- 
porated Rio Piedras and the 
outlying suburbs in 1952. 


Modern San Juan is the cen- 


ter of what the Puerto Ricans 
call "a testing ground to see if 
an underdeveloped country can 
raise its standard of living in 
terms of democracy, contrary to 
communist claims." 


In a dramatic bid. the com- 


monwealth government has of- 
fered 
a completely 
tax-free 


period of 10 years to U. S. 
manufacturers who set up new 
plants in Puerto Rico. 


This, a labor reservoir of 650.- 


000 men and women who have 
been given training in the com- 
monwealth's vocational schools 
and a wonderful climate, have 
resulted in the establishment of 
400 new plants there. 


THE VISITORS wound up 


their stay in San Juan with a 
tour Friday morning of El Mor- 
ro. the fortress which guarded 
the city for centuries. 


The fortress was started in 


1539 and completed in 1591. Tt 
was unsuccessfully attncked by 
Sir Francis Drake in 1595 and j 
taken in 159S by the Earl of 
Cumberland. However, he later 
had to abandon Puerto Rico 
when 
his 
troops 
contracted 


dysentery. It successfully with- 
stood all further attacks. 


One of the strangest 
golf 


courses in the world is situated 
within the walls of the old fort. 
Two holes actually are played 
within the filled-in moat of the 
fortification. On another, the 
player shoots out of the moat 
over a 30-foot wall. The greens 
are of packed sand. A guide ex- 
plained that if bent grass were 
used, the coarse tropical grass 
of the fairways soon would over- 
run the greens. 


AFTER THE BEAUTIES of 


Puerto Rico the return flight to 
Los Alamitos was dull. The 
party left San Juan at 1:12 pjn. 
Friday and arrived at Dallas at 
10:45 a.m., then took off at 8:15 
a.m. Saturday and landed home 
at 12:54 p.m.

Beer sudsed night 
and day within the sprawling 
frame of the "Oasis," the eating 
house and bar that trembled 
from the tread of boots walking 
up and down. Slot machines and 
a battered piano tinkled crazily. 


THE DRINKING, carousing, 


shootings, romancing, 
thievery 


and tomfoolery were punctuated 
intermittenly by the boom and 
shudder of dynamiting as Gloiy- 
hole's thfee shifts 
worked., 


around the clock. Fuses were 
lighted after each shift checked 
out, charges exploded and air 
pumps, worked to clear .the mine 
interior before the fresh. man-. 
power entered. 


-In..spite of inevitable 
acci- 


dents, Gloryhole claimed no hu- 
man HfeJ" although Fritz Mol- 
linet, a stalwart mucker, came 


pre-Christmas 
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close to losing his at one of 
the mine's lower levels. Water 
and mud from a pocket over- 
head became tapped acciden- 
tally. Tons of mud forced the 
chute gate, poured down in a 
stifling flood. The ore car that 
Fritz was using filled, over-' 
flowed, and disappeared under 
the rising tide of mud. 


Above in the shaft, Fritz's 


helper was frantically trying to 
replace the 
gate. 
"Go on— 


leave!" Fritz shouted, feeling 
sticky mud trapping .him 
at 


armpit level. 


The mucker grimly remained, 


strainisig, fighting and pushing 
at the crude planking. The tim- 
ber groaned i n t o place. The 
mud stopped rising, just inches 
short of snuffing out Mollinet's 
life.

THE NEENACH mining boom 


continued '. through 
1935 
and 


1936, lesser mines producing 
along with-Gloryhole.

vanished from the canyon. Bill 
Rogers moved to Bakersfield; 
Gloryhole changed hands, set- 
tled down to commercial oper- 
ations of a less colorful sort.

town's former "Oasis." 


During the two decades fol- 


lowing, the ball mill situated a 
few y a r d s down-canyon from 
Gloryhole's entrance 
accepted 


the mine's later day ore, pulver- 
izing, stirring it into the acid 
bath diluted by water flowing 
from_ the original springs that 
led Bill Rogers to discover the 
precious mineral. Tailing piles 
have inched higher and higher 
with .the years until today, the 
. conical mounds of light colored 
rock stand almost higher than 
the looming canyon walls. 


At length,, even Gloryhole's 


golden shafts were scraped to 
poorness. The mine was shut 
down in the fall of 1955. Aban- 
doned pathways, twisted tracks, 
rusting ore cars and a padlocked 
gate guard the silent labyrinth 
hidden below. 


The glory is gone from the 


Gloryhole.

Historians blame the barrenness 
of Palestine, Syria iand Trans- 
jordania on two factors: first, 
the cutting down of natural tim- 
bers and leaving exposed land to 
,be. eroded and . swept away; 
second, neglect ' of the ancient 
terrace-type cultivation. 
These 


countries stand today as grim 
testimony of some of the world's 
most devastating soil erosion, - 


Unaware of the change that 


has evolved since .the 7th cen- 
tury, some artists are given to 
portraying Christ walking in 
deserts 
amidst 
cactus which 


botanists 
feel sure was not 


present in the Holy Land during 
his life. 


OF ADDED 
INTEREST is 


the fact that a garden to the 
Palestinians and Syrians meant, 
literally, a grove of trees (usually 
olives) surrounded by walls of 
stone or briars. The latter was 
to discourage marauders both 
animal and human. In the center 
of these gardens was a mound 
of earth of rock that afforded 
the owner of the garden a View 
of the surrounding—and threat- 
ening—countryside. 


This garden bears little re- 


semblance 
to 
the .riotously- 


colored, heady-smelling rose ar- 
bor-pansy bed sort of thing we 
associate with the name today. 
Shrubs and trees were cultivated 
in the Holy Land for purely 
practical purposes - - food, fuel, 
building material, fodder, medi- 
cants and for drink. The busi- 
ness of survival was such a big 
enough job that there was no 
time left for the cultivation of 
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Iry of'this land was used in Holy Land rites, festi- 
vals. Markers link present plants to Biblical times. 


prettiness for any save the rich- 
est men. 


And so the garden at St. Luke's 


Church may never be known for 
lush prettiness. But for histori-. 
cal correctness and dignity it is 
distinctive. 


The courtyard of this English- 


style church is surrounded on 
three sides by the parish house, 
the guild hall and the church it- 
self. Across the front of the gar- 
den is the covered ambulatory 
connecting the parish hall with 
the church. 


BEYOND THE OPEN arches 


of the walkway lies the garden. 
The enormous and handsome 
olive tree that spreads its shel- 
tering branches over the south- 
east corner of the courtyard was 
transplanted to this site two 
years ago. 
A hedge of myrtle 


borders the garden across the 
east side, screening the street 
within the open walkway. 


A margin of color and fra- 


grance is offered by a bed of 
narcissus and tulips that grow in 
'front of the myrtle hedge. Both 
flowers were referred to as 
"roses" in the Bible. Covering 
the beds bordering the nortJv 
and south sides of the garden is 
glossy ivy that is referred to by 
that name in the Bible. Growing 
in the north section, which avoids 
the hot afternoon sun, are the 
acacia tree, almond tree and the 
fir. The latter specimen was ac- 
tually 
brought here recently 


from the Holy. Land. 
Brought 


to the garden at the same time 
was a small pine tree that, like 
the olive, grows within 
the 


center plot. 


'The walkway leads past a 


mass of other incidental plants 
and shrub* that have been iden- 
tified by small metal markers 
as to name and to the section 
of the Bible wherein they are 
mentioned. 


ACROSS THE BACK of the 


garden B a boxwood hedge, 
known Biblically as the "box". 
In front of the hedge grow the 
lilies. The anemone was known 
as the lily of the field, the hya- 
cinth as the lily of the valley. 
the Madonna lily as the Easter 
lily and the yellow iris as the 
lily of the stream. These latter 
two are impractical to grow in 
the garden and so are merely set 
out in pots during specific times 
of the year 
, , . . , . 


Abo frowit* in Out 


are herbs which were purchased 
by money donated by children of 
the church school. Growing side' 
by side with the fragrant and 
lovely hyacinth is garlic, onion, 
mustard, coriander, mint, endive 
and.rue. 


On the south side .of the gar- 


den is a shaded plot that fea- 
tures an old and rustic bench 
that invites visitors to stop and 
meditate. The bench is sheltered 
by a carob tree on the right, a 
fig tree on the left and is banked 
In back by willowy bulrushes 
that wave their feathery foliage 
in the breeze. 
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Pleasure Tour of West--1843

WTS 
A LONG, WAY from 


•* Perthshire, Scotland, and the 
19th century to Southern Cali- 
fornia and 1956! A Henry Iri- 
man portrait of Sir William 
Drummond Stewart has traveled 
that distance, to be a part of 
the collection of Mr. and Mrs. 
Clyde Porter of Santa Ana. To 
this couple—formerly of Kan- 
sis City, Mo., Taos, N. M.—west- 
ern history has been a pastime 
and a supplementary career. 


Mrs. Porter (Mae Reed Por- 


ter) ,"who collaborated with Ber- 
nard de Voto in "Across the 
Wide Missouri" (Houghton Mif- 
£in), found this portrait under 
unusual circumstances while do- 
ing research in New York. It 
is one of their many priceless 
mementoes of the dashing, high- 
tempered Scotch playboy of well 
over a century ago. In America, 
Sir William is chiefly known as 
the organizer of probably the 
first conducted pleasure tour to 
the West—in 1843—after his 
preliminary treks in 1833 and 
1837. 


HIS RIGHT-HAND man was 


Col. William Sublette, hunter, 
fur trader and explorer. 
The 


colonel, an enthusiastic guide, 
was an associate of such fa- 
mous mountain men as Joseph 
Reddeford Walker, discoverer of 
Yosemite, and Walker's Pass, in 
the vicinity of Bakersfield. 


It is not unusual for present- 


day sportsmen to travel 2,200 
miles to fish in the Pacific or 
hunt in the High Sierra. In 1843 
such a trip was hazardous. Sir 
William had no air lines or 
vista dome trains by which to 
route his clients, but his organ- 
ization methods were strictly 
modern. Preparatory publicity 
consisted of a personal trip to" 


MRS. CLYDE PORTER 


New Orleans, and one to St. 
Louis by Sublette, to e n l i s t 
"tourists." The nobleman's pre- 
vious years in the West made 
him an ardent advance .agent. 
For an expedition in 1837 he 
had employed a talented young 
Baltimore artist — Alfred Ja- 
cob Miller" — to record the 
adventure in pictures. As it 
was not until 1838 that Louis 
Daguerre invented photography, 
Miller's tools were water colors, 
brushes, paper, and a back- 
ground of European art tech- 
nique. Ninety-six of his orig- 
inal water color s k e t c h e s 
bearing penciled notations are 
among the treasures of Mr. and 
Mrs. Porter. Th'rough lectures, 
illustrated with colored slides 
made from these paintings, Mrs. 
Porter has stimulated interest 
in this once almost forgotten 
craftsman. 
A group of the 


sketches, many perfectly repro- 
duced in color, illustrate "Across 
the Wide Missouri." 


THE SIR WllXlAM-Sublette 


guided tour took place in an 
era of excitement and restless- 
ness. In Southern California the 
fabulous 
Yankee Dons, Abel 


Stearns and Juan Temple, were 
making plans for 
fandangos, 


barbecues, bull fights and horse 
races on their newly acquired 
ranchos where Long Beach now 
carries out its industrial and 
recreational programs. In West- 
port and Independence — the 
east-west links—serious minded 
emigrants were preparing to 
launch forth to populate t h e 
Oregon country. They locked on 


. in amazement at the elaborate 
equipment of Sir William's gay 
crowd. 
. In May his party of 93 start- 
ed. It included health seekers, 
doctors, lawyers, botanists and 
(according to Subletted journal) 
"bug ketchers," besides a large 
crew of hired men. Their goal 
was the Scotchman's favorite 
lake in the Wind River Moun- 
tains, just east of the "Conti- 
' nental Divide. There they fished 
from 
collapsible 
India-rubber / 


boats. They had on their menus 
canned delicacies, i m p o r te d 
cheeses, and Wines. Like many 
a modern v a c a t i o n e r they I 
thrilled t« the scenery of the ' 
Grand Tetons. With Joe Fourier 
and Antoine Clement to lead 
them, they hunted buffalo. The 
trails over which echoed the 
voices and rifle shots of this 
spirited, heterogeneous caval- 
cade were new and lonely ones. 
It was not until six years later 
tnat searchers for Sutter's gold 
streamed across ' and beyond 
them. 


SIR WILLIAM'S wilderness 


party was his last fling in 
America. Managing his ances- 
tral estate, he dreamed of the 
freedom of the plains. On the 
walls of Murthly Castle were 
dramatic reminders of the new 
world—oil paintings done by Al- 
fred Miller from the water color 
sketches of 1837. 


In a philosophical mood, Mrs. 


Porter looked at the" Inman 
portrait of a regal and formal 
Sir William above the mantel 
in her living room. 


"I like to think that Sir Wil- 


liam is very happy to be back 
in America—and the West," she 
said. 


The Porters'-^ home on se- 


cluded Tropic Lane is a reflec- 
tion of true art 
connoisseurs. 


Their hobby of researching has 
yielded many unforgettable ex- 
periences, asv well as tangible 
souvenirs. Among them is an 
cquisitc miniature of Lu George 


Frederick Ruxton, a contempo- 
rary of Sir William, gained 
while delving for facts in Eng- 
land. These energetic historians 
have co-authored "Ruxton of 
the Rockies" and have re-issued 
Ruxton's own book, "Life in 
the Far West"—both through 
the 
University of Oklanoma 


Press. 


"YOU MIGHT SAY Ruxton 


was a 
world-traveler," 
said 


.Porter, as he displayed some 
formidable appearing horns and 
other trophies of the daring 
man's African and Canadian ex- 
ploits. "And we also have his 
medals won during the Carlist 
Wars in Spain in 1937." 


The latest achievement of this 


Western Americana team is a 
compilation of the reactions of 
Matthew Field, the ex-actor 
"who "covered" Sir William's 
1843 tour for the New Orleans* 
Picayune. This will be released" 
in January 1957 by the Univer- 
sity of Oklanoma Press.

California's Sage Grouse

degree on clover, rush, snow- 
berry, prickly lettuce, wooly 
sunflower; dandelion and rab- 
bitbrush. They also eat ants, 
grasshoppers, moths and butter- 
flies as well as some seeds. 
When .near wheat fields, they 
eat the grain, perhaps because 
it is so easily available. 


The grouse of California are 


undoubtedly the descendants of 
the great .flocks whose original 
range extended over much of 
the western states as far east as 
Kansas, Nebraska and the Da- 
kotas, and northward to south- 
western 
Canada — the region 


known as the "sagebrush coun- 
try." The birds were first pro- 
tected in California in 1901, 
when a closed season was en- 
acted, making it unlawful to 
possess them between Feb. 1 
and Oct. 1. The same law pro- 
hibited the sale of wild sage 
grouse, and also prohibited the 
shipment of more than 25 birds 
in one day by one person. But 
these restrictions were stiil too 
liberal, and in 1903 the closed 
season extended to the period 
from Feb. 15 to Sept. 1. 


THE OPEN SEA SOX on 


grouse was still further reduced 
from 1903 to 1918, yet by 1921 
the birds were virtually extinct 
in " several counties, notably 
Modoc and Inyo. In that year, 
grouse shooting was prohibited 
throughout the state. In 1925, 
all counties were again opened 
for grouse shooting from Aug. 
1 to 15. In 1928, the State Leg- 
islature set aside a game refuge 
in Lassen County as a sage 
grouse and antelope .refuge, and 
relaxed the hunting regulations. 
Soon, however, grouse 
were 


facing extinction, and a closed 
season was enforced from 1944 
to 1950 throughout the state. 


In 1950 and 1951, the season

For 
the year 1955, therefore, grouse 
hunting was permitted in Mo- 
doc and Lassen Cc-i^ties for two 
days—Sept. 3 and 4—with a 
bag and possession limit of two 
birds per season.

A New Adam and a New Eve 


"IfS THE BIBLE accurate In 


its account of the creation of 


the world? Did Biblical char- 
acters such as Adam and Eve, 
and Noah, actually exist? Did 
David really slay the giant, 
Goliath? 


Greatly expanded, the most- 


read and best-loved stories to 
come from the lips of mankind 
for thousands of years about 
these figures from the mists of

"Legends of the Bible" (Simon 
and Schuster, $5).

stories of their lives. The result 
is that Adam and Eve, and 
Noah, and others emerge as if 
a veil were lifted from the time 
thev walked the paths of the 
earth. 


Clearing the way for the 


reader. Sc-halom Spiegel, an- 
other scholar of Jewish history. 
explains in the introduction that 
"legend may be taken to imply 
whatever will come to be read 
by successive ages into an event 
or record of the past: the ever- 
new and ever-changing reread- 
ing of old sources by new gen- 
erations of man. Great events 
and great books have a post- 
humous story of their own. Each 
following period pours its inner 
self into the patient and pliant 
texts of old." 


Of the legends in the Bible, 


Spiegel writes: "Devout cen- 
turies wove endless fantasies 
around the characters and oc- 
currences depicted in the holy 
Writ. Both folk imagination and 
scholar's wit coaxed and forced 
from its pages a multitude of 
tales and a host of fancies un- 
foreseen and unsuspected by the 
writers of the Bible. ... Its 
stories, even before they were 
written down, had moved the 
minds and hearts of men for 
centuries." 


Of how these stories came to 


be included in the Bible, Mr. 
Spiegel continues: "Even when 
the legends were assembled in 
special books, the principle of 
their arrangement was purcly 
mechanical: they were strung to 
1he passages of Scripture which 
they employed or elaborated.

CASUAL visitor in Butte, 
Montana's 
famous copper 


camp, no doubt may think it is 
juat like any other western city 
spreading under vast blue skies. 
Late model cars are parked at 
the curb, people walk casually 
along the sidewalks and shop in 
the stores. Life is .normal. 


But stop any citizen and ask 


him about Butte. He will offer 
a broad friendly smile and tell 
of his town's many attractions. 
He will relate that this metrop- 
olis is known as the "mile-deep" 
city. Underground mine levels 
and raises form a network of 
more than 2,200 miles, and there 
are over 5,000 miles of stopc 
workings. For the uninformed, 
a stope working is an excavation 
underground for the removal of 
ore formed by mining from a 
block of ground. 


At the western city limits is 


the Montana School of Mines. 
This school is part of the Uni- 
versity of Montana, and has a 
museum with one of. the finest 
mineral collections in the Unit- 
ed States. The museum is open 
daily from 8 a. m. to 5 p«m.. At 
the approach to the campus of 
the School of Mines is a statue 
of Marcus Daly made by the 
American sculptor, Augustus 
Saint-Gaudens. To know the 
story of Marcus Daly is to know 
the history of Butte. 


It was in the early 1870s that 


young and brilliant Marcus came 
from Virginia City, Nev., to man- 
age the Alice Mine for a group 
of Salt Lake City bankers. He 
came in time to see the bonanza 
silver mining Slays of Butte on 
the wane, for the silver ore 
mined was of low grade. Every 
one in the camp was discouraged, 
and one by one families were 
leaving for better "diggin's." 
For a few years it looked as if 
Butte was destined to be an- 
other ghost town. 


COPPER WAS discovered, but 


very little was known of this 
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metal at that time. Its produc- 
tion was very expensive. It was 
shipped by sailing vessels around 
the Horn to the Atlantic Coast 
to the smelter. This took many 
months. 


But the faith and courage of 


Marcus Daly saved the camp. 
He borrowed money ar.d sank 
mine shafts. He blocked out ore 
when people said it could not be 
done. 
He persevered, refusing 


to admit defeat. 
Today he is 


credited with founding the vast 
copper industry in Montana, and 
making Butte the world's lead- 
ing copper city. 


In the years that followed, his- 


tory records that great wealth 
poured into Butte from all cor- 
ners of the earth. It became a 
city of contrasts. Fabulous for- 
tunes were made and lost over- 
night. There were bitter quar- 
rels and murders to settle dis- 
putes over mining claims. Court 
calendars of that era were filled 
for years with mining claims to 
control the bodies of ore under- 
ground and on the surface. All 
this is different today. The 
mines are consolidated and oper- 
ated by the Anaconda Mining 
Company. Underground mines 
are connected for safety, drain- 
age and ventilation. These fac- 
tors give good up-to-date mining 
operations. 


Butte serves her country in 


times of peace as well as in times 
of war. For example, her yearly 
production of copper, zinc, lead, 
and manganese reaches well into 
the 
hundreds of millions of 


pounds. 


IN THE COURSE of conversa- 


tion with Butte residents one 
may be told that a visit to a cop- 
per mine may be arranged. The 
Leonard Mine is usually the one 
used for guided tours for visitors 
during the day. It is located 
next to Meaderville, a lively lit- 
tle Italian settlement on the out-

Leonard, the view is dominated 
by copper mining. 
There are 


large flumes and launders, local- 
ly known as "copper tanks." 
They carry the mine water which 
is pumped from the high ore 
shaft on the hill. Years ago it 
was discovered that iron left in 
the water was replaced by cop- 
per precipitates, and today cop- 
per tanks yield 6,000,000 pounds 
of copper a year. 


On the right are the Rarus, the 


Berkley and the Tramway mines, 
properties made famous in the 
rowdy early days of Butte's 
gaudy mining history. 
To the 


east are McQueen and East 
Butte, settlements made up of 
Central European people who 
have brought their language and 
their customs with them. Below 
these settlements are slag dumps 
from smeltering operations years 
ago when copper was "heap- 
roasted" in the open by igniting 
sulphur. All vegetation for miles 


around was killed by this method 
of smelting. 


BREAKING THE SKYLINE 


to the west is the giant Ana- 
conda stock. Marcus Daly selec- 
ted Anaconda as a sight for this 
smelter because of the favorable 
water supply and the nearness to 
limestone sources. This is an- 
other trip of interest to add to 
the list of things to see in Butte. 


ANOTHER COMMUNITY out- 


side of the city limits of Butte 
is Centerville, a Cornish settle- 
ment where generations of Cor- 
nish miners have lived with their 
families. A common joke among 
local people is that in by-gone 
days on St. Patrick's Day the 
Cousin Jack Band used to lead 
the parade for the Irish because 
every Irishman insisted on being 
the bandleader. 


One with extra time to spend 


in Butte will enjoy a trip to the 
Columbia Gardens, a popular rec- 
reation spot two miles east of 
the city and located at the foot 
of the Continental Divide.

ONKEYS and their antics 


are fascinating, as any 


crowd watching simian antics 
will attest, and this fascination 
is the basis for the almost-ob- 
session some people have for 
owning a monkey. 


Often the start is made with 


a marmoset (which is not a true 
monkey but is a dainty and in- 
teresting little fellow neverthe- 
less) and graduates up to the 
gibbon apes and chimpanzees. 


A monkey is usually easy to 


train providing the pet has com- 
plete confidence in his owner 
and providing the owner remem- 
bers constantly that the monkey, 
in spite of the fact that he re- 
sembles a little person, is not 
human. Be patient at all times, 
scolding only when necessary 
and never teasing. 


IT IS ALSO important that 


the rnonkey be rewarded with 
tidbits when he does things that 
please, but do not stuff him 
with peanuts as they will con- 
stipate him if consumed in too 
large quantities. Don't go over- 
board on the fruit, either. 


The monkey's diet should con- 


sist mostly of bananas, nuts, 
whole wheat bread spread with 
a special liquid vitamin, white 
and sweet potatoes, carrots and 
leafy vegetables. Poached eggs, 
pablum, and milk are often rel- 
ished. Watch his diet carefully 
so he will be odorless and easy 
to keep clean. 


If you wish, you can dress the 


monkey in diapers and rubber 
pants with or without o u t e r 
garments. Usually monkeys re- 
sent delicate, silky, stiff, or 
fluffy clothes but will submit 
to soft knitted outfits. 


A monkey should have his 


own quarters, a sling to swing 
in, and a tree branch or two to 
clamber on. He needs to play- 
games with his owner and be 
I?iked to by him.

Fresh water must al- 
ways be available, and it should 
be "cool, not icy and not heated. 
Extreme temperatures in foods 
should be avoided. 


Don't make any pet an "in- 


and-outer" in cold weather. Rad- 
ical changes of staying outside 
for a few days, inside for an- 
other period and then outside 
again will have harmful efects. 
So plan now just where your 
pet is to spend most of his time 
during the next few months. 


DON'T I'SE DDT on a cat for 


ticks. Dip a cotton-tipped appli- | 
cator in turpentine and touch 
the lick's head where it enters 
the skin. The tick will release 
its hold and can be- picked off 
with tweezers and dropped into 
turpentine or burned.

1. INSTALL COVE molding tiext 


to wall, if you'll have backsplash "of 
linoleum, pictured here. 
i 


I. PREFIX FELT and linoleum to 


match dimensions of top and where it 
forms backsplash. Sharp jackknife or 
hawknosed linoleum knife: cuts material 
quickly and easily. Felt should come 
just to bottom of cap strip—not over 
it. Attach cap strip after you tack'on 
cove molding. 


3. SPREAD LINOLEUM paste onto 


wall, molding, and top. A notched ap- 
plicator, you can buy, distributes ad- 
hesive evenly. Work from back of the 
cabinet toward the front. This keeps 
your arms and your clothing from drag- 
ging through the fresh linoleum paste- 
easy to remove before it hardens. 


4. COVER TOP and wall with felt 


and smooth it down to remove air pock- 
ets. After paste has set, apply second 
coat on felt, and place the linoleum. 
Slide material against wall, and seat 
top edge under edge of cap strip.

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Harvest Vegetables With Care

Tree of a lost World

ONG YEARS AGO in the age 


ot the reptiles the ginkgo 


tree wasf a widely distributed 
tree in both the eastern and 
western hemispheres. The ice of 
ihe glacial epochs .destroyed all 
of these trees except in 'China. 
There it survived and has been 


carried down to inodern times 
through garden culture — it no 
longer is found growing wild 
even in China. 


The unique fan-like shape of 


the leaves resembling the little 
leaflets of a maidenhair fern 
have given rise to the ginkgo's 
common name of Maidenhair 
tree. The tree itself, however, is 
not fern-like. Young trees often 
have the branches radiating in 
clusters, tier above tier, giving 
it a spirelike outline. When ma- 
ture it is a stately tree whose 
shape is loosely pyramidal. The 
tree often is rather stow-frow- 
ing, its rate of growth varying 
with its location, but will event- 
ually reach a height of,70-80 
feet or more. It is deciduous and 
in the autumn the leaves turn a 
golden yellow, persisting on the 
tree for a considerable time be- 
fore falling to make a golden 
carpet upon the* ground. 


One should be sure to obtain 


a, male tree for planting as the 
fruit of the female tree when it 
falls has a very disagreeable 
odor. It is from this fruit that 
the silver nuts of China and 
Japan are obtained, being the 
pure white.kernel after the of- 
fensive pulp has been removed. 
The>gingko tree is not particu- 
lar as to soil and is practically 
pest free. Like other deciduous 
trees, the gingko is best planted 
when bare root d u r i n g the 
winter. 


WT IS UNFORTUNATE that 
* so many vegetable crops are 
ruined by improper handling at 
harvest time. Garden books usu- 
ally devote whole chapters to 
planting, cultivating, spraying, 
irrigating and feeding, but are 
strangely silent on how and 
when to harvest. 


The manner of harvesting let- 


tuce is often determined by the 
variety or type. -A head lettuce 
should be allowed to attain 
maximum size to guarantee the 
formation of a solid head. On 
the other hand, loose-leafed va- 
rieties such as the Simpson may 
be harvested as soon as the foli- 
age becomes large enough. To 
insure maximum crispness, it is 
best to harvest just before serv- 
ing. Don'f remove the heads 
when wet. 


SUMMER 
SQUASH 
grows 


very rapidly, and the bushes 
should be checked daily as they 
reach maturity. 
A zucchini 


squash seems to grow faster 
than almost any other.compara- 
ble crop. Pick the individual 
squashes before the rind has a 
chance to harden. But the win- 
ter varieties, on the other hand, 
should not be harvested until 
the shell is quite hard. Harvest 
muskmelons when fully mature, 
but before the fruits separate 
from the vines. The mushy tex- 
ture of melons results from their 
being left on the vines for too 
long a time. 
. Snap beans should be harvest- 
ed before the pods have reached 
maximum size and while the 
seeds are still' relatively small. 
Maturity of the seeds is usually 
accompanied by a tough and 
stringy texture of the pods 
Lima beans should be gathered 
before the pods turn yellow and, 
as with snap beans, before the 
seeds reach their greatest size. 


GENTBKAIXY speaking, most 


vegetables will be more tender 
if picked when comparatively 
young. The methods utilized by 
commercial growers may prove 


quite distinct from what you 
practice at home. That is be- 
cause farmers must ship their 
crops a long distance to market; 
the hdrne grower, however, prob- 
ably eats the crop immediately 
after harvesting it. 


Radishermay be pulled sooner 


than any other vegetable be- 
cause they grow so much faster. ' 
You can enjoy mature radishes 
just three weeks after planting. 
It is advisable to .delay harvest- 
ing until the crop has attained 
the ideal size, and this may be 
'determined by consulting a re- 
liable seed catalog. 
Radishes 


turn pithy quite soon after 
reaching maturity. 


GREEN ONIONS may also 


be pulled when quite small. Dry 
onions, on the other hand, should 
not be dug until, the tops have 
died down. After picking them, 
they should be dried in ..the sun. 
Line the bulbs up so that the 
top's of one row cover those in 
each succeeding row. This pre- 
vents sunburn. 
; 


When cutting celery, make 


the cut below the surface, thus 
leaving a section of the root at- 
tached- 
An extremely sharp 


knife is required for proper har- 
vesting of celery. After wash- 
ing the celery, it should imme- 
diately be placed in a refrigera-

Wooly aphis is a cottony sub- 


stance sometimes found in the 
crotches of plants such as pyra- 
cantha and it is really an en- 
emy with two armies. (1) The 
"aerial" force, which is seen on 
the plant, and (2) the "subter- 
ranean" force, which you find 
around the root*. 
When spraying the plant for 


wooly aphis, use considerable 
force to break the cottony pro- 
tective covering. But eradicat- 
ing it from the plant itself will 
not do too much good unless 
you eliminate it from the roots 
also by distinfecting the soil 
with an ether product. 


Long ago, wood ashes were 


recommended as a control for 
wooly aphis. Regardless of new 
and modern products, if you 
have a fireplace where you burn 
logs. I suggest that you save the 
ashes and scatter them occa- 
sionally throughout the winter 
and early Jprinf; months in the 
root growing area around your 
fruit trees.

gopher is just as big a 


pest in Long Beach as it is pro- 
portionately in the whole state 
of California.

are dug with a ceiling to be 
just a lit for one gopher. Only 
one gopher lives in one laby- 
rinthian unit at a time, but the 
young stay on with mother go- 
pher until they are able to go 
out on their own. If by luck 
one of these prospectors finds 
an unoccupied subway, it im- 
mediately takes it over for an 
apartment to start a family of 
its own. 


THE BROOD NEST is just a 


wide place in the lowest spot 
below ground level. Each brood 
consists of from two to 13 new 
little pests. They multiply as 
rapidly as guinea pigs. 


Trapping is the most ap- 


proved m e t h o d' of ridding a 
place of gophers, in the long 
run. 
Occasionally, one can be 


flooded out of its dry canal by 
running a garden hose into an 
open hole and t u r n i n g the 
water on full blast. When the 
gopher comes out burbling for 
breath, he can be killed. Anoth- 
er method is to attach a hose 
to the exhaust pipe of the fam- 
ily car and insert the other end 
into the gopher hole, then race 
the engine at full speed. Mon- 
oxide gas does the trick. 


SEVERAL TYPES of gopher 


traps are on the market and 
are probably more efficient, less 
costly and less wasteful of wa- 
ter and gasoline than the hose 
or car. Gopher runways must 
be opened to accommodate the 
trap, which must be matched 
to the hole, and sacking or 
shrubbery should be used for 
covering, allowing only a tiny 
aperture for light to draw the 
gopher into the trap. Gophers 
are good housekeepers and 
stray soil should be removed if 
it falls into the runway. They 
also are possessed of a keen 
sense of smell and no trace of 
human scent should be per- 
mitted on either trap or bait. 
A bit of fresh carrot or a 
scented flower can be used to 
tempt the little marauder into 
the trap. 


Should the scent of the trap- 


per's hands alarm the gopher, 
the animal will carefully push 
dirt into the trap, packing it 
tightly, and the quarry will fill 
a section of runway and with- 
draw to safety. 


POISONED BAITS are also 


available at nurseries but must 
be placed in the runways care- 
fully to prevent human scent 
from alarming the gopher. Cov- 
ering should be placed, leaving 
only a tiny ray of light to bring 
the gopher to inquire about the 
open door to the burrow. 


Tiie pocket gopher is named 


for :he fur lined pockets in its 
cheeks. The animal eats around 
the circumference of each run- 
way, packs the surplus into its 
c h e e k s to be carried under- 
ground for later eating or feed- 
ing to the young. When the 
food harvest has been com- 
pleted, the opening is filled to 
prevent the entry of enemies.

HISTORIC FIRST .FOR MARINA 


'The 96-foot yacht Canlm, out of Newport Beach, this week became the first 
large craft to tie up at the new AlamltosiJBay Marina. It was Just a temporary

Let's Be Realistic

T THE VERY MOMENT you art? reading this 
arlicK". how rr< pared are you for an emergency? 


Supi>»e right now an earthquake occurred — or a 
bomb exploded 3O miles away — what would you do? 
Do you have an adtxjuate food and water supply on 
hand? 
Would you (housewives included) be able to 


turn off the main gas valve for your house? Could 
you find a flashlight in the pitch-black of night, and 
would it work? Do you have m e d i c i n e for that 
asthmatic youngster, in case he developed a sudden 
attack in the midst of confusion? 
In short, are you 


prepared fur the worst in case it should happen sud- 
denly? 


Actually, the need for preparedness is a vital one 


which exists every' moment of every' da>'. arul one 
which requires the full support and consideration of 
every adult. rcjardJess of age or position. As one 
woman who had lived through the last war in Lon- 
don said: 


"We were asleep because we said. 'It can't happen 


here.' Heaven help the people in America if they are 
juKvp. too." 
A 


S EVERYONE KNOWS (or should know), the 


Long Beach-Los Angeles area could be a prime 


target for destruction. A calm and relaxed attitude 
on the part of local residents could result in panic and 
chaos in the event of an emergency. People who lived 
in Lor.s Beach when tne 1933 earthquake shook the 
city from its foundations will remember the distress 
and confusion suffered by those who were routed 
temporarily from their comfortable homes. 


We can and should do something about Civil t>e- 
taise (which, of course, means preparation for other 
fc-nergencies such as earthquakes, fires and Hoods as 
Well as hydrogen bombs) by giving the subject a lot 
ft thought and a little effort. The average housewife 
»n easily provide for the material needs of her fam- 
-Jy at such a time. And with these physical needs 
' taken care of. many psychological problems will be 


eliminated also. Here are some specifics: 


I—FAMILY ROUND-TABLE DISCUSSION — At 


the earliest possible time have a family round-table 
discussion about emergencies. 
Point out that while 


we don't look for things to happen, they cai and often 


" ' do occur when we least expect them. If the discus- 


sion is presented in a matter-of-fact way. the chil- 
dren will accept the possibility of an emergency as 
part of daily living, just as they accept air-raid and 
fire drilU at school and treat them as a matter of 
course. 
' 


I—KNOW YOUR HOME — Right now, today, took 


at each utility valve. Find out if jou would need a 
special wrench to turn off the gas and water. Learn 
how to reset the electric circuit breaker or replace a 
fuse in the dark. Know how to make use of the wa- 
ter in Uie water heater for drinking purposes. 


S—BVSIC EQUIPMENT FOR EMERGENCIES — 


Keep basic equipment for emergencies in one place, 
and keep it there at all times. This should include a 
flashlight with reserve batteries; medicine, including 
any special prescription needed by a certain member 
of the family; first-aid supplies for minor cuts and 
scratches and the most recent pamphlets obtainable 
from Civil Defense headquarters for quick reference. 
A portable or battery-operated radio and a small 
camp-type gasoline stove are highly desirable to have 
on hand. 


4-FOOD AND WATER SUPPLY _ Check your 


food and water supply. Have an adequate food and 
water supply on hand at all times. 
Every family 


should have a survival food kit in the home where it 
will be readily accessible in case of evacuation. 
It 


should be remembered that these survival food kits 
are designed for basic menu needs, and would of 
course, be supplemented with other food on h'jnd in 
case of emergency- 


A smart housewife will buy a few extra cans of food each time she does her mar- 
keting, thus gradually building up a reserve supply 
of staples for emergencies. 


shopping list. The reserve will not stay built up If, 
when company comes and a minor emergency arises, 
the extra can of tuna is used and not replaced. A 
well-stocked pantry" shelf plus a survival food kit 
will ensure adequate menus — a "must" for any 
emergency. 


As many gallons of bottled water as can be con- 


veniently stored away should be kept with the re- 
serve food supply. Because of possible breakage, half- 
gallon bottles are desirable. The importance of ex- 
tra water cannot be over-emphasized, as parents of • 
small children especially will understand. 


It's a good idea to keep a small stock of hard 


candy and gum on hand for between-mea! snacks — 
and moral uplift. And those who smoke should by all 
means keep an unused and unopened carton of cig- 
arettes for the time when they cannot run to the 
drug store. 


3—CARE OF PETS — The care of pets in time of 


an emergency is an important issue to be considered. 


Those who own animals owe It both to the animals 
and themselves to keep extra cans of pet food stored 
away. A crazed, half-starved animal roaming the 
streets in search of food would be a menace to the 
community as a whole. It is the responsibility of pet 
owners to take care of the animals' physical needs 
during an emergency, in the same way that it is ex- 
pected at other times. 


» 
• 
- 
THOSE WHO FEEL and act realistic about civil 


defense emergencies should encourage their neighbors 
to do likewise. 
Civil Defense authorities would have 


almost more work than they could handle at the ac- 
tual time of an emergency'- Their heavy load can be 
lightened if each householder does his part in home 
preparation. The time to prepare for an emergency 
is when no emergency exists, in the same way that 
an insurance policy is taken out before an accident 
occurs. For those who have a realistic and wide- 
awake outlook of their own and their families' future, 
that time is NOW!

Y MOST exciting adven- 


ture as a wildlife pho-

My assignment for Walt Dis- 


ney's most searching nature pic- 
ture, ""Secrets of Life," can be 
as derdly as a rattlesnake.

into the air, h« or she is using 
the same kind of trick employed 
long ago by the natives of the 
Eamoan Islands. Instead of fire, 
Samoans used a cane 
knife. 


razor-sharp, attached to a long 
rattan-bound handle. This was 
done in unison at many celebra- 
tions. 


American baton twirling be- 


gan its ii«e to popularity along 
with the first crinolines and has 
ncreascd in interest and en- 
thusiasm, until today it has be- 
come a mathematical art re- 
juiring top skill and physical 
endurance. 


For many years men held top 


priority in the field of 
the

peppermint stick. 


Musical groups were called upon 
to

celebrations 
and

ycunjr man would march along- 
side the unit carrying an object 
that aroused more curiosity than 
the strange "clinkers" of the 
band.

This led to 
the liquid beins removed and 
the um being remodeled into a 
crude-looking stick with a long 
shaft, resembling the present 
day signal baton. 


In the e a r l y 
1900s 
the 


"juggling drum majors." as they 
had labeled themselves, began 
to outdo themselves with new 
twists, turns and e x t r e m e 
rhythms. Because of the dif- 
ficulty in maneuvering the long. 
heavy baton, the athletic wand 
was shortened and evolxed into 
a stick about the size of today's 
large twirling baton. At this

Toughness must have been 


built into the frigate's steel 
plates for within a brief time 
after hrr ihakedown cruise, she 
started to gather battle stars. 


Manned by a Coast Guard 


crew of youri^sters, the ship was 
ruslwl acioss the Pacific to 
>>in Adm. Halsey's famous 7th 
Fleet. 


Sleek and fast, the frigate 


slu»jed at the Japs with her 3- 
Inch and 50-caliber guns. She'd 
knife in near the shore and sup- 
port LCI's as they rammed onto 
the ttrrible beaches of 
the 


South Pacific. 


Her machine guns covered 


troops as they fought for their 
slender beachheads among the 
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Admiralty I»lirv!j and in the 
B.smarck Archipelago. 


A KIltST BATTLE star was 


won for those operations. 


The frisite was in the spear- 


head of the surprise landing at 
HoIlandU. in New Guinea, and 
won another bittle star.

For this rea- 
son, it is one of the least known 
of the game birds, both to the 
general public and also to the 
sportsmen of the state.

Measuring from 2 to 2!i fee' 
long, the male grouse weighs 
from 2 to 8 pounds, and the fe- 
male from 3 to 5 pounds. 


Both have similar plumage— a 


body of mottled black. Erayish 
brown, gray and yellowish white 
and a throat of varied black and 
yellow. The female is chiefly 
distinguished from the male by 
her shorter tail. Also,,the male 
has a line of air sacs on the 
side of his neck, which he in- 
flates during courtinc season 
while strutting around in grand 
style to attract females. While 
sucking the air in and out of the 
sacs, he makes a noise very- 
much like a leaking pump. 


THEY FKOm'CE ONLY one 


brood a year, and like other 
wildlife they follow a definitely 
established cycle. In the spring 
the ej>gs are laid, usually from 
8 to 15, though often coyotes 


Invade the nest and leave a 
much smaller n-.iml.tT. The CJJRS 
are heavily colored, pwnish 
gray or olive buff. ikitted arid 
spotted with daik brown. While 
nesting, the hen hides from the 
cock in a slight ground depres- 
sion, which is usually canopied 
with sagebrush and which may 
or may not be lined with twigs 
and sage leaves. 


The brood is hatched in April 


or May, and there alter mo\es 
in a covey with the mother and 
remains under her protection 
until late autumn, when sev- 
eral small coveys will unite to 
form a pack. Only then do the 
males rejoin the Hock, which is 
non-migratory- and only mildly 
nomadic, preferring familiar ter- 
rain and waterholes. AH winter 
they shun the more exposed 
flatlands, and retire to the fhel- 
ter of heavily wo«Vd valleys.

• Mrs. Porter (Mae Reed Por- 
ter >. who collaborated with Ber- 
nard de Veto in "Across the 
Wide Missouri" (lloughton Mil- 
flin), found this portrait under 
unusual circumstances while do- 
Inj; research in New York. It 
is one cf their many priceless 
mementoes of the dashing, higii- 
leropTcd Scotch pla>boy of well 
c\er a century aco. In America. 
Sir William is chiefly known as 
Ihe organizer of probably the 
first conducted pleasure tour to 
the West—in 18t3-after 
his 


preliminary treks in 1S33 and 
IK37. 


HIS niCIIT-IIAXD man was 


Col. William SuMette. hunter. 
fur trader and explorer. "The 
colonel, an enthusiastic puide, 
was an associate of such fa- 
mous mountain men as Joseph 
Reddeford Walker, discoverer of 
Yosemite. and Walker's Pass, in 
the vicinity of Bakersfield. 


It Is not unusual for present- 


day sportsmen to travel 2.2CO 
miles to fish in the Pacific or 
hunt in the Hi£h Sierra. In 1813 
fuch a trip was hazardous. Sir 


. William had no air lines or 


\ista dome trains by which to 
route his clients, but his organ- 
ization methods were strictly 
modern. Preparatory publicity 
consisted of a personal trip to 


New Orleans, and one to St. 
Ixiuis by Subktte, to e n l i s t 
"tourists." The nobleman's pre- 
vious jcars in the West mad? 
him an ardent advance agent. 
For an expedition in 3837 h? 
had tmf-lojed a talented >our>s 
Baltimore artUt — Alfred Ja- 
cob Miller — to record the 
ad\enture in pictures. As it 
was not until 1838 that Louis 
Paguerie in\ented photography, 
Miller's tools were water colors, 
brushes, paper, and a back- 
ground of European art tech- 
nique. Ninety-six of his orig- 
inal water color s k e t c h e s 
bearing penciled notations are 
among the treasures of Mr. and 
Mis. Porter. Through lectures, 
illustrated with colored slides 
made from these paintings, Mrs. 
Porter has stimulated interest 
in this cnce almost forgotten 
craftsman. ^^ group of the 
sketches, many perfectly repro- 
duced in color, illustrate "Across 
Ihe Wide Missouri."

degree on clover, rush, snow- 
berry, prickly 
lettuce, wooly 


sunflower, dandelion and rab- 
bitbrush. They also cat ants, 
grasshoppers, moths and butter- 
flies as well as some seeds. 
When near wheat fields, they 
eat the grain, perhaps because 
it is so easily available. ' 


The grouse of California are 


undoubtedly the descendants of 
the great flocks whose original 
range extended over much of 
the western states as far cast as 
Kansas. Nebraska and the I>i- 
kotas. and northward to south- 
western 
Canada — the 
resion 


known as the "sa^ebru^h coun- 
try." The bird-s w~ere first pro- 
tected in California in 1D01. 
when a closed season was en- 
acted, making it i:nla«rul to 
possess them between Feb. 1 
and Oct. 1. The same law pro- 
hibited the srvle of wild si;e 
grouse, and also prohibited 1h<» 
shipment of more thin 23 birds 
in one day by one person. 1'ut 
these restrictions were still too 
liberal, and in 15XH the closed 
season extended to the peri<>d 
from Feb. 15 to Sept. 1. 


TIIK OTKX S K A S O V on 


grouse was still further reduced 
from 19OT to 1918. yet by 1921 
the birds were virtually extinct 
in 
several 
counties, notably 


Modoc and Inyo. In that year. 
grouse shooting \vas prohibited 
throughout the stale. In 1925. 
all counties were ag.iin opened 
for grouse shooting from Au;j. 
1 to 15. In 1923. the State leg- 
islature set aside a gnme refuge 
in l-assen County as a sage 
grouse and antelope refuse, and 
relaxed the hunting regulations. 
Soon, however, 
grous? were 


facing extinction, and a closed 
season xvas enforced from 1911 
lo 1930 throughout the state. 


In 1950 and 1931. the season 


was opened in Mono County. 
but only for two days. Sept. 1 
and 2, and with a two-bird sea- 
son baj limit. In' 1932. a one-diy 
season. Sept. 1, was open'*.! 
with a three-bird bag limit in 
Modoc and Lassen Counties. 


CHKC'KINCJ STATIONS 
set 


up during the 1930. 1931 and 
1932 season revealed that hunt- 
ing pressure U increasing and 
that fewer hunters are success- 
ful in bagging the grouse. For 
the year 1935. therefore, grous.; 
hunting was r>ermitted in SI>- 
doc anil I-asscn Counties for tw> 
days — Sept. 3 and 4 — with a 
bag and possession limit of tvvj 
birds per season.

MONKEYS and their antics 


are fascinating, as ar.y 


crowd watching simian antics 
will attest, and this fascination 
Is the basis for the almost-ob- 
session some people have for 
owning a monkey. 


Often the start Is made with 


a marmoset (which Is not a true 
monkey but is a dainty and in- 
teresting little fellow neverthe- 
less) and graduates up to the 
gibbon apes and chimpanzees. 


A monkey is usually easy to 


train providing the pet has com- 
plete confidence in his owner 
and providing the owner remem- 
bers constantly that the monkey, 
In spite of the fact that he re- 
sembles a little person. Is not 
human. Be patient at all times, 
scolding only when necessary 
and never teasing. 


IT IS ALSO Important that 


the monkey be rewarded with 
tidbits when he does things that 
please, but do not stuff 
him 


with peanuts as they will con- 
stipate him if consumed In too 
Urge quantities. Don't go over- 
bo^rd on the fruit, either. 


The monkey's diet should con- 


sist mostly of bananas, nuts. 
whole wheat bread spread with 
a special liquid vitamin, white 
and sweet potatoes, carrots and 
leafy vegetables. Poached egg*. 
pablum. and milk are often rel- 
ished. Watch his diet carefully 
so he will be odorless and easy 
to keep clean. 


If you wish, you can dress the 


monkey in diapers and rubber 
pants with or without o u t e r 
garments. Usually monkeys re- 
sent delicate, silky, stiff, or 
fluffy clothes but will submit 
to soft knitted outfits. 


A monkey should have his 


own quarters, a sling to swing 
in. and a tree branch or two to 
clamber oa lie needs to play 
james with his owner and be 
talked to by him.

Fresh water nv-ist al 
ways be available, and it should 
be cool, not icy and not heated. 
Extreme temperatures in foo^Js 
should be avoided. 


Don't make any pet an "in- 


and-outer" in col3 weather. Rad- 
ical changes of staying outside 
for a few days, inside for an- 
other period and then outside 
again will have harmful efects. 
So plan now Just where your 
pot is to spend most of his time 
during the next few months.

The unique fan-like shape of 


the leaves resembling the.Htlle 
leaflets of a maidenhair fern 
have given rise to the ginkgo's 
common name of Maidenhair 
tree. The tree itself, however, is 
not fern-like. Young trees often 
have the branches radiating in 
clusters, tier above tier, giving 
it a spirelike outline. When ma- 
ture it is a stately tree whose 
shape is loosely pyramidal. The 
tree often is rather slow-grow- 
ing, its rate of growth varying 
with its location, but will event- 
ually reach a height of 70-90 
feet or more. It is deciduous and 
in the autumn the leaves turn a 
golden yellow, persisting on the 
tree for a considerable time be- 
fore falling to make a golden 
carpet upon the ground. 


One should be sure to obtain 


a male tree for planting as the 
fruit of the female tree when it 
falb has a very disagreeable 
odor. It is from this fruit that 
the silver nuts of China and 
Japan are obtained, being the 
pure white kernel after the of- 
fensive pulp has been removed. 
The gingko tree is not particu- 
lar as to soil and is practically 
pest free. Like other deciduous 
trees, the gingko Is best planted 
when bare root d u r i n g the 
winter. .

VT IS UNFORTUNATE that 


so many vegetable crops are 


ruined by improper handling at 
harvest time. Garden books usu- 
ally devote whole chapters to 
planting, cultivating, spraying, 
irrigating and feeding, but'are 
strangely silent on how and 
when to harvest. 


The manner of harvesting let- 


tuce is otten determined by the 
variety or type. A head lettuce 
should be allowed to attain 
maximum size to guarantee the 
formation of a solid head. On 
the other hand, loose-leafed va- 
rieties such as the Simpson may 
be harvested as soon as the foli- 
age becomes large enough. To 
insure maximum crispness. it is 
best to harvest just before serv- 
ing. Don't remove the heads 
when wet. 


SUMMER 
SQUASH 
grows 


very rapidly, and the bushes 
should be checked daily as they 
reach 
maturity. 
A zucchini 


squash seems to grow faster 
than almost any other compara- 
ble crop. Pick the individual 
squashes before the rind has a 
chance to harden. But the win- 
ter varieties, on the other hand. 
should not be harvested until 
the shell is quite hard. Harvest 
muskmelons when fully mature, 
but before the fruits separate 
from the vines. The mushy tex- 
ture of melons results from their 
being left on the vines for too 
long a time.

Snap beans should be harvest- 


ed before the pods have reached 
maximum size and while the 
seeds are still relatively small. 
Maturity of the seeds Is usually 
accompanied by • tough and 
stringy texture of the pods. 
Lima beans should be gathered 
before the pods turn yellow and, 
as with snap beans, before the 
seeds reach their greatest size. 


GENERALLY speaking, most 


vegetables will be more tender 
if picked when comparatively 
young. The methods utilized by 
commercial growers may prove 


quite distinct from what you 
practice at home. That is be- 
cause farmers must ship their 
crops a long distance to market; 
the home grower, however, prob- 
ably eats the crop immediately 
after harvesting it. 
• • : 
; • 


Radishes may be pulled sooner 


than any other vegetable be- 
cause they grow so much faster. 
You can enjoy mature radishes 
just three weeks after planting. 
It is advisable to delay harvest- 
ing until the crop has attained 
the ideal size, and this may be 
determined by consulting a re- 
liable seed catal.ii*. Radishes 
turn pithy quite soon 
after 


reaching maturity. 


nnEEN ONIONS miy also 


be pulled when quite small. Dry- 
onions, on the other hjrVl, should 
not be dug until the tops have 
died down. After picking them, 
they should be dried in the sun. 
IJne the bulbs up so that the 
tops of one row cover those in 
each succeeding row. This pre- 
vents sunburn. 


When cutting celery, make 


the cut below the surface, thus 
leaving a section of the root at- 
tached. 
An extremely sharp 


knife is required for proper har- 
vesting of celery. After wash- 
Ing the celery, it should imme- 
diately be placed in a refrigera- 
tor.

Wooly aphis is a cottony sub- 


itance sometimes found in the 
crotches of plants such as pyra- 
cantha and it is really an en- 
emy with two armies. (1) The 
"aerial" force, which is seen on 
the plant, and <2> the "subter- 
ranean" force, which you find 
around the roots. 
When spraying the plant for 


wooly aphis, use considerable 
force to break the cottony pro- 
tective covering. But eradicat- 
ing it from the plant itself will 
not do too much good unless 
you eliminate it from the roots 
also by distinfecting the soil 
with an ether product. 


Lcng ago, wood ashes were 


recommended as a control for 
wooly aphis. Regardless of new 
and m o d e r n products, if you 
have a fireplace where you burn 
Jog*. I suggest that you save the 
ashes and scatter them occa- 
sionally throughout the winter 
and early spring months in the 
root growing area around your 
fruit trees. Wood ashes con- 
stitute a simple, natural con- 
trol for these subterranean

Eve, 1943, in' the South Pad fie, but none could have 
been more completely blacked out with regard to infor- 
mation of the enemy.

The Solomon Islands campaign, one of the decisive 


battles'of World War II in the Pacific, was at its height, 
and the issue had not yet been resolved. Our destroyers 
were steaming north in search of the Japanese, who were 
reported to be evacuating their forces from the islands 
of Buka and RabauL 


Suddenly our ships made contact with an unidentified 


force — strength unknown — and closed to fight it out. 


The battle continued throughout the night. One after 


another, the breaks fell to us. The pieces of the puzzle 
gradually slipped into their proper places as. one by one. 
the enemy warships were routed or sunk. 


But, as dawn came, a new battle loomed ahead. Pur- 


suit of the beaten Japs had put our formation deep in 
enemy waters, far beyond our own air cover. The weather 
was clear, Japanese airfields were close by. and we knew 
they had many fighters and bombers on the four bases 
in the vicinity of Rabaul. 


As we began our retirement to the southward, aerial 


attack seemed imminent. We hadn't suffered a single 
~ 


casualty during the night action, but now, perhaps, our 
luck had run out.' 


To our surprise, nothing happened — nothing at all. 


The Japanese did not strike back! As we continued to sail 
into friendlier waters, identical requests began coming 
in to the flagship from every destroyer in the formation. 
Finally we passed them all along to Admiral Merrill, our 
commander back in Purvis Bay: "Please arrange Thanks- 
giving services for all hands on arrival." 


They were wading for us when we returned to port — 


our Protestant, Catholic and Jewish chaplains. An ex- 
planation also was waiting — '. reconnaissance dispatch * 
stating that 58 enemy bombers and 145 fighters had been 
observed on the Japanese airfields near Rabaul. They 
had not attacked us presumably because, through the 
grace of Divine Providence, they didn't know our exact 
position and, hence.- couldn't find us in time. 


Ill always remember that Thanksgiving Day in that 


beautiful, tropical harbor: battle-scarred ships nested 
together in a quiet anchorage, battle-weary crews giving 
ihanks to God for their victory — and for their de-

UNRESOLVED; 


How will Congress handle the 


, 
• 
WASHINGTON, D.C. 


Suppose the 10 Commandment* were sent 
to Congress for legislative action. How far 
would Mose* get on Capitol Hill? 


That he would encounter obstacle* not 


mentioned in the Bible is indicated by the 
Senate's handling of Concurrent Resolution 
88. Introduced by Sens. Style* Bridges (R., 
N.H.) and EarJe Clements (D., Ky.) two 
days before Congress adjourned, it went al- 
most unnoticed by the press. Yet it threw 
the Senate into a parliamentary tizzy. 


Resolution 88 proclaims a simple belief 


that "the 10 Commandments, as the pri- 
mary moral force behind the three great 
religions of today, Christianity, Judaism and 
Islam, should be reaffirmed as the ethical 
code governing the lives of men and are the 
means of bringing about lasting world peace 
and a solution lo the many problems of 
mankind." 
• ' 


The idea was urged upon Bridge* by re- 


ligious-minded friends. Clements joined in 
sponsoring the resolution to keep it' non- 
partisan. "We hoped it would stimulate 
spiritual thinking." Bridges explains. 


Then why did this unpublicizcd resolution 


cause the biggest backstage stir the Senate 
has seen in years? The answer h found in 
the first clause of the first Constitutional 
Amendment: "Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishment of religion 
" 


Intended not lo discourage religion but 


lo assure equal religious freedom for all. 
this clause has been held by the courts to 


be the basis for separating Church and ^ 
State. Congress, as an arm of the State, has 
authority lo consider just about every known 
topic in it* various committees — except 
strictly religious ones. 


Thus the parliamentarians first thought 


the Constitution, itself, would have to be 
amended before Congress could consider 
the resolution. Then the Senate's wise chief 
parliamentarian, Charles Watkins, reread 
the last line: -Resolved:... that we hereby 
proclaim our faith in the Word of God and 
thereby perpetuate 
renewed observance 


throughout the world, by nations and by 
individuals, of the 10 Commandment*." 


The words worlJ and notioni caught his 


eye. Since the subject also hid lo do with 
other nations, Watkins assigned Resolution 
88 to the Foreign Relations Committee. He 
soon got a call back from a startled clerk: 


- "Since when did *•<• have jurisdiction over 


the 10 Commandments?" 


That is a question the new Congress will 


have lo face. Bridges and Clements wifl 
reintroduce the resolution at the next ses- 
sion. The parliamentarian likely will cross 
his fingers and send it again to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


If no objections are heard from Consti- 


tutional lawyers, the committee probably 
will study and approve it. Then it will be 
sent to the Senate floor for a vote, then to 
the House for concurrence. Congress may 
yet declare formally its faith in God and 
the 10 Commandments.

In 1952 the U.S. girls were soundly 


trounced by Russia's women in the un- 
official point score, 161 to 63. But despite 
the 98-point handicap, our men scored 
enough for a US. victory, 614 to 553. 


With the American men as strong as 


in 1952—-.or perhaps stronger — most 
experts feel our girls must do only slightly 
better for the US. to win. 


Chances are that our girls will do much 


better. If they follow PARADE'S "score- 
board" forecast (above), they'll trail the 
Russian women by only 68 points. Bar- 
ring injuries, the US, men should easOy 
make up those 68 — with some left over 
— to win the team championship. 


Talk of competition between nations, 


of course, nettles Olympic officials, who 


point out that the modem Otympics were 
set up in 1896 strictly as a contest for 
individuals. But, unfortunately, the 
Olympics have been dragged into the 
cold war. Says Avery Brundage, presi- 
dent of the International Olympic Com- 
mittee: "It h against the Olympic idea 
to throw one nation against another. 


-But we cannot ignore the fact that 


Russia is putting tremendous emphasis 
on the development of its athletes." 


The obvious reason for this sports 


push b to help "sell" the rest of the world 
on Communism as a whole. WuTy-nilry, 
the US. has been drawn into a two- 
nation test of strength. 


/This year we should win it — if our 
girts do as expected. After talking with 
the coaches of our women's teams (we're 
entered in all four sports open to 
women), plus checking the best per- 
formances of foreign athletes, FAIADE 
has picked, event by event, rhe probable 
order of finish for Russian and US. girls 
(below).

Led by diver Pat McCormick 
(cover and page 2) and a raft of swim- 
mers, our squid should pick, up three 
gold medals, possibly four, and almost 
double our 1952 point total. 


If we donX our men athletes will face 


another uphill fight. For the other two 
women's sports— gymnastics and track 
— have a total of 15 events (thus a lot 
more potential points). And in both the 
Russians are loaded. Here's a rundown: 


SWIMMING mm* DIVING—Ours could 
well be the greatest collection of girl 
swimmers and divers ever assembled. 
On top of that, a change in the rules 
probably has dropped an extra 19 points 
into our laps. Until this year the butter- 
fly stroke — similar to the breast stroke 
and long an American specialty — has 
been lumped with the breast stroke race. 
This year it's a separate event and the 
US. girls entered — Shelley Mann, 
Mary Jane Sears and Nancy Ramey — 
should finish 1,2.3 in thai order.

\JS. girls expected to lock up 2nd and 
3rd spots in both events. 


TBAOC oad ROD—Though our coaches 
arc optimistic, a 'check of best perform- 
ances around the world during the past 
year indicates well do little better than 
our mediocre 1952 showing. Mae Faggs 
should place in the 100- and 200-meter 
sprints. Mildred Me Daniel has a chance 
for 6th in the high jump, as does Mar- 
garet Matthews in the broad jump- 


But the Russians, besides doing well 


in track, figure to run roughshod through 


the field events, particularly the weights. 
The discus champ should be Russia's 
Nina Ponomareva (if she's not kept 
home because she was fined for shop- 
lifting some hats in London last sum- 
mer). The shot-put champion also ought 
to be a Russian and the Reds have a fair 
chance of taking another gold medal in 
the javelin throw.

NTIL 18 months ago. successful young 


businessman Victor Muscat would 
rise each morning around dawn, rush 


through breakfast, then race to catch a train 
for the 4O-mi1c ride from here to his New- 
York City office. At 5 o'clock, or later, he'd 
race out of his office and tear for a train, usu- 
ally getting home about the time his wife was 
aiming their three children toward bed. 


"It was getting *o I saw more of the train 


conductor than of my own kids," says 
Muscat. So one day. abruptly and without 
much thinking about it, he moved his office 
from Manhattan to his home. In the summer 
he now works beside — and even in — his 
swimming pool: in the winter he directs his 
million-dollar business from his rumpus 
room. 


At 37. he's president of several companies 


(inherited from his father). -They make, 
metal objects ranging from toothpaste tubes 
to furniture. Last year they grossed $18 mil- 
lion, a higher figure than when he ran them 
from a regular office.- 
. "Four hours of work at home,"* says 
Muscat, "arc worth about seven at the office.

businessman shows how it's done 


For one thing, 1 don't waste lime chatting 
with people who just happen to drop by; 
Greenwich is far enough from New York so 
that when people come up to see roe. they 
mean business. Also I save two hours of 
commuting. And 1 don't have to sit through 
business lunches where the eating takes 90 
minutes and the business 10. 


Then, of course, 1 don't have to squeeze 


myself into suit, collar and tie each morning. 
I can lounge around in slacks, an old shirt 
and sneakers. I've concluded some very 
profitable business deals wearing a watch and 
swimming trunks." 


Muscat does the bulk of his business by 


phone. His pool phone has two direct lines 
to New York (so customers can phone him 
without paying a long-distance charge), plus 
four extensions. In the winter he moves the 
phone into the basement rumpus room, 
where he conducts business among furnish- 
ings that include a bar and a TV set.

Some of his friends accuse M uscat of being 


an escapist. "Nothing of the kind." he re- 
plies. ~l just got out of the office habit, which 
a lot of other men also would profit by doing. 
I adapted my life to my family — not to my 
office." 


Temptations do beset the businessman 


working at home, Muscat admits. There is a 


^ tendency to switch on the TV in the after- 


noon, to take a snooze on a couch after lunch, 
to go for a lazy swim in the pool on a hot 
day. But even when an executive succumbs 
to such temptations, claims Muscat, he 
wastes far less time than he would in office 
rigmarole. 


Just as enthusiastic about Muscat's ramble 


from office to home is his wife, a red-haired 
e\-showgirl nicknamed "Happy" by her 
friends. "Victor would come home from the 
city tired and hot," she recalls. "Sometimes, 
if he worked late, the kids would be in bed 
and he wouldn't see them at all. Now. even 
if he has to work late, he can tuck the chil- 
dren into bed and go back to his telephone." 


Mrs. Muscat may well qualify as the hard- 


est-working wife of a tycoon in America 
today. Although they obviously could afford 
it, the Muscats employ neither a maid nor a 
cook (though they do have * governess to 
care for the children). Muscat has a theory 
— one of many such revolutionary ideas — 
that domestic employes just get in the way. 


His favorite theory concerns how to relax. 


"Most people," he says, "don't know how to 
rest. They chase around after a tennis ball or 
knock themselves out trying to remember 
who played what card in what trick. Or else

Occasionally, Muscat will stir himself to 


the extent of paddling idly around his pool. 
And sometimes, to pop the eyes of friends 
who doubt a business can be run from a pool, 
he playfully bunches his "floating desk," 
complete with waterproof phone and water- 
resistant pad. 
" Somewhat shamefacedly, Muscat admits 
to a fancy for golf — but no more than three 
holes, instead of the usual 18. In typical 
Muscat fashion of making the mountain 
come to Mahomet, he had a golf course built 
on his estate last summer. Number of holes: 
three. 


To Muscat, the best part of working at 


home is the time he gets to play with his chil- 
dren, for he sees.them morning, noon and 
evening. "You know." he says. "I may be 
the only father in the eastern United States 
whose kids see as much of him as they do of 
television."

Catholic opposition to mixed 
marriages is often misunderstood 
— and resented.

Some imagine it to be a mani- 


festation of Catholic donnishness, 
Others say it is a selfish and unfair 
practice dictated by a domineering 
dergy. And still others take it as 
an insult to their own non-Catholic 
religious convictions and to their 
personal integrity. 


Believe us when we say that 


none of these inferences is correct 
—none of these conclusions is true. 


From long experience, the 


Church knows that the perman- 
ence and the harmony of family 
life are of ten jeopardized by mixed 
marriages, and, because of the re- 
ligious division, the children often 
grow up in an atmosphere of re- 
ligious indifference. This does not 
mean that the Church regards 
non-Catholics as unworthy or.in- 
ferior. It is, simply, a matter of the 
church's concern for the religious 
life of the Catholic in a family 
which is divided from the start 
oo one of the most vital questions 
demanding unity. 


It is for this reason that the 


church recommends the marriage 
'of Catholics to Catholics, and im- 
poses serious obligations where a 
Catholic and i non-Catholic wish 
to be married in the Church, 
rbese obligations often cause re- 
sentment upon the part, of those 
who do not understand the rea- 
sons for them. 


Catholics believe that marriage 


is a holy and indissoluble union— 
a Sacrament instituted by Christ. 
If a Catholic elects to marry • 
non-Catholic, the obligation still 
remains to have the marriage wit- 
nessed by a Catholic priest. This 
does not require the non-Catholic 
to become a Catholic, but it does 
require the signing of »n agree- 


ment to refrain from interfering 
with the religious life of the 
Catholic partner, and to raise and 
educate any children in the Catho- 
lic Faith. 


The signing of this agreement 


is, moreover, only the first require- 
ment before the Church will dis- 
pense from the law forbidding 
mixed marriages. The non-Carbo- 
lic party to the marriage is also « 
required to rake at least six hours' 
instruction in the Catholic rdi- 
gion so as to know what is in- 
volved in marrying a Catholic 
Above all, the Church requires 
moral certainty that the union 
will be a lasting tnd happy one. 


While some may call this at- 


titude of the Church dictatorial, 
thoughtful and responsible non- 
Catholic religious leaden take the 
<amr dim view of mixed marri- 
ages. They know from experience 
mat such unions all too often 
create a disasterous disunity of 
family life.

Our forgotten 


mental patients 


—who are they?

HAND IN HAND, an aged married couple walk down a corridor in a Cali- 
fornia mental hospital. Ai patients, they must live in separate wards—but they 
could be discharged if a suitable foster home for two people were available. 
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by ROBERT P. GOLDMAN and SID ROSS 


A gentle, white-haired woman greeted a 
PARADE reporter at the Milwaukee County 
Asylum: "Good evening, sir. My name is 
Mrs. James L- This is my home. Won't you 
sit and talk to me?" 


Pointing to beds in the crowded ward. Mrs. 


L. declared. "I'm so much better off than 
many of these other ladies. But it docs get 
rather monotonous for an alert person like 
me to lie here all day long .. .** 


That woman, keen, aware, clear-eyed, 


could have been released from the Asylum 
years ago. But she's still a patient; there's no 
place else for her to go. 


Mrs. I_ is one of thousands of forgotten 


or "lost" mental patients who are hospitalized 
in the U.S. today — but shouldn't frt. 


PARADE got their story first-hand from doc- 


tors, nurses, administrators and patients 
themselves in several states. It adds up to two 
glaring facts: There are at least 60,000 "men- 
tal DPV — patients who don't belong in 
mental hospitals because they are improved 
sufficiently for release, or should not have 
been committed in the first place. Meanwhile, 
our mental hospitals are trapped between ris- 
ing demands and shockingly inadequate facil- 
ities to treat and release patients. 


The aging, like Mrs. l_. represent one of 


the biggest dilemmas facing the hospitals. Be- 
tween 30 and 40 per cent of our 675,000 
mental patients are past middle age. Yet ex- 
perts say that up to 50 per cent of this group 
do not belong in mental hospitals. 


Why are they in? Inadequate nursing 


homes, family rejection, lack of local facili- 
ties. People are living longer, but are offered 
loo litlle, too late in mental-health care. 


Let the experts speak for themselves: 
H'itcontin: "Mental hospitals represent the 


end of the road for many aged persons who 
shouldn't be in from the beginning.'* 


Arizona: "A minimum of 15 per cent of 


the aged in our mental hospital could be re- 
leased tomorrow." 


Illinois: "Up to 40 per cent of the hospital- 


ized aged belong in other facilities — or at 
home." 


Ne»• York City: "Too many aged are be- 


ing rushed to mental hospitals. We feel the 
majority do not require commitment." 


Texas: "Nobody wants them. They're sup- 


posed to be here a few -weeks or months, but 
actually, they're here until they die ..." 


Desperately short of staff and funds, many 


mental hospitals are turning into glorified old- 
age homes. In some, patients lie helpless like 
babies in cribs waiting for the end to come.

Meanwhile, there is much to be learned about 
treatment of the aged — and much disagree- 
ment among experts on how to proceed. 


In Illinois, for example, doctors told 


PARADE: "Only about 50 per cent of the aged 
admitted to mental hospitals are true' psy- 
chotic*. The rest have mental illnesses that 
are not as severe. They do not require hos- 
pitalizalion. They belong in regular hospitals 
or nursing homes. They are placed in mental 
hospitals only by default of society." 


On the other hand, listen to Dr. Paul H. 


Hoch, commissioner of ihe New York State 
Department of Mental Hygiene (New York. 
Connecticut and California are said lo be 
among the best states in mental-health care): 


"Statements have been made that mental 


hospitals are admitting patients who are not 
mentally sick, but who have nowhere lo go 
and therefore go to the mental hospital. As 
far as we have been able to ascertain, this has 
not occurred. 
' 
~ 


"Today, there are patients admitted who 


show memory impairment, confusion, dis- 
orientation and many of the signs of senile 
menial involvement. 


"Nevertheless, many of these patients are 


harmless, and with proper supervision could 
be cared for outside of an institution." 


Dr. Hoch. however, is opposed to sending - 


aged persons who need psychiatric super- 
vision out of the, hospital lo receive custodial 
care only. He concludes: "To what extent 
myriad mentally or emotionally sick aged 
persons can be treated in nursing homes, in 
general hospitals, in geriatric clinics... will 
have lo be studied." 


Thus, hot debate in the mental-healih 


field continues about I) how many patients 
could be cared for "on the outside" and 2) 
what constitutes ideal outside facilities. 


Aside from the debate, this" much is clear: 


There are old people in hospitals today who 
do not belong there. 


California estimates that the number is one 


in three. A'cieveland study indicates that the 
number may be slightly greater. Illinois 
claims it may he one in t*o. Massachusetts 
says it could place 300 aged disturbed pa- 
tients a year in facilities other than mental 
hospitals. (Thai stare and some others are 
setting up special geriatric facilities.) Con- 
necticut and Virginia say aged "mental DPs" 
comprise only a small percentage of overall 
patient loads. 


In any case, the aged are just one of many 


"lost" groups in our mental hospitals. Among 
the others who don't belong are alcoholics. 
epileptics — 2nd mentally retarded patients. 
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ROCKING in single tile, patienti in a Milwaukee hospital make a depressing but 
typical picture Because of staff shortages, many patients spend days just sitting. 


Despite the f-ict that many states have vpe- 


cial facilities for the mentally retarded, an 
estimated 4U.OUO or more of these persons are 
patients in state mental hospitals. 


Here again, hospital authorities pull no 


punches. Says one: "Schools and homes for 
the mentally retarded arc terribly o\er- 
crowded. So many spill o\cr to the hospital. 
\Vc cannot provide them the special training 
which might result in release." 


Sometimes retarded persons are vaid to be 


psychotic (suffering from a serious mental 
ailment) — and thus arc sent to mental hos- 
pitals. Many doctors label this as one of the 
"big lies" of institutional buck-passing. 


Says one at Terrell State. Hospital, near 


Ft. Worth: "They don't belong here. We can- 
not do much for them. We write the family. 


but get no response. Sometimes, these poor 
people arc in here for life." 


And from another hospital: "We give them 


the best we can. but it's haphazard. Usually, 
we wind up giving these patients work assign- 
ment* — the lawn, the garden, the farm, the 
laundry ..." 


pAtunt found many hospitals in which the 


mentally retarded arc used as workers — for 
no pay or "insult" wages of 50c a week. But. 
says Dr. John T. Petersik. of WTnnebago State 
Hospital (Wis.) in a typical comment: "I am 
not going to delude myself lhat as it stands, 
work is therapy for the patient. Therapeutic 
benefit occurs by accident — if at all. It 
doesn't even make sense from a dollars and 
cents standpoint. Most patient labor is un- 
economic."

"What a terrible waste of human life to

Often, parents want their children home as 


soon as possible. But not always. As an ex- 
ample of the depths to which parental cal- 
lousness can plummet, one doctor tells this 
story: 


A 12-year-old was ready for a short home

-Doctor." she asked.' "could you keep Billy 
there for a few more days? We're having 
company over the week end."

Our counties and states battle 
about 'dumping* —of human beings 


Menial-hospital slays — especially for the 


aged — at times are prolonged by behind- 
the-scenes battles between communities, 
counties and states. Typically, state hospitals 
claim county homes refuse to admit patients 
who do not belong in state facilities; county 
officials claim state hospitals "dump" patients, 
on their already crowded institutions. Re- 
sult: Patients are pushed back and fonh — 
or remain in state hospitals. 


In California, state hospitals have fought 


for years what they call "county unloading" 
of aged patients. But the war goes on virtual- 
ly coast-to^coast. 


PARADE ran typical county-state battlelines 


in Posey County, Indiana. There an out- 
spoken judge, Francis E. Knowles, tells of 
a patient who could have been released from 
a state hospital in September, 1955. to a 
county infirmary. He said county officials ob- 
ject to the transfer because, they claim, the 
former mental patient might disturb fellow 
infirmary patients. In addition, the judge said. 
county officials say such transfers will cost 
taxpayers more money. 


"I've tried to appeal to them on a humane 


basis," says Judge Knowles, "but it hasn't 
made any impression. When people become 
mentally sick, local authorities want to put 
them away and forget about them." 


Adds Dr. Milton H. Anderson, superin- 


tendent of Evansville State Hospital, which 


receives Posey County patients: "I may get 
my head knocked off for this, but... 


"It'docs not cost the county money when 


the patient is in a state hospital. They know 
it and they know w e can't do much about it. 


"The county homes are run by small-town 


politicians anxious to save their community 
a buck. We try to convince the counties that 
it COM* them more in the long run in state 
taxes to keep these patients here. 


"We almost have to trade patients. We tell 


them we won't take any more of theirs unless 
they lake back some of ours." 


In alt this, who wins? Certainly not the 


patients who shouldn't be in at all.
